society. He continued that he gave a speech in August, 1964, 
at the Santa Ana Valley High School, Santa Ana, California, 
concerning the assassination of President JOHN F. KENNEDY. 

He stated that he has contributed articles concerning the assassi- 
nation which were published in the "American Opinion" in the 
February and March, 1964 issues, and that his speech given at 
the Santa Ana Valley High School for the most part contained 
the same material which appeared in the above-mentioned Issues 
of the "American Opinion." 

Mr. OLIVER further stated that the material for all ' 
of his speeches is obtained from public sources such as books 
and newspapers, and that he has no confidential sources. He 
continued that his source concerning the statement to the effect 
that the "communists" wi>h the helD^off the Central Intelligence 
Agency were responsiblCrfor the \ assassination of President JOHN 
FITZGERALD^KENNEDY^w^6 a book.^^Uswa Id, Assassin or Fall Guy," 
written^by JOESEN^JENSEN of New York and published by 
CARLp^IARZANI , al'-o kn-»wn as ANTHONV'wALES , also of New York 
City. Mr. OLIVER stated thai be is unable to furnish'any more 
definite addresses for JENSEN or MARZANI . 

He a tvised that he bel ieves he made the following 
statement in his speech at the Santa Ana Valley High School: 

"I don't know whether Oswald was paid by the CIA or by the Soviet 
Secret Police and it night be ,'.ust a matter of bookkeeping any- 
way."

Mr, OLIVER advised further that his source for the

There 
must be other concerns in the Los Angeles office of the FBI right 
now but I can't believe it. They must have about 30 agents, not 
the fellows who work for the agents, around central Long Beach 
every day. 

This Intensive activity has been going on for 4 months in' 
a gradual ascent. 

One problem right now is that there has been wide spread 
distribution of my picture and knowledge of my person as being 
identified with these charges and the question exists as how to 
blank out these past Impressions so that I can get a job (I was 
an engineer doing analysis work at $8000 per year) and return 
to anonymity. 

This letter, I realize, sounds very detached and seemingly 
indifferent. I'd studied to be a Benedictine Priest in the past 
and can honestly say that I'm very religious so that with a 
surrender of my will to The Sacred Heart I don't worry too much 
about it. 
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There are two points that I am requesting your assistance 
on, if after looking into it, you feel that effort and decision 
, on your part is r -exited, I would be very happy. 

One is that my mother lives in Brooklyn and 
has bad a hard life, lly father, who passed away in 1958, 
expressed his frustrations in life through physical violence upon 
her person and face about once a week from 1930 to 1950.

A story of the Greeks and the analogy It provides for us. 



? < Of the Peloponnesian War, Thucydides relates that the Athenian Greeks 

, . ' ceased to be a great and feared power In the Mediterranean when they fought and 

.'i, t were defeated at equal numbers by die Greeks at Syracuse in Sicily. The reason 

they were defeated for the first time at equal numbers when hitherto they were 
usually victorious against heavy odds is that they fought a people for the first 
time who believed in the same principles they did. Their defeat demonstrated 
'j that their power was not unique or mysterious to themselves but rather lay in 

the fact that they were human beings who adhered to certain ideas and it was 
' the resultant strength that men could bring to life by holding these principles 

that made them great. 
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The moral Thucydides drew from this was that other countries lost their 
fear of the "Athenian Greek Magic" by seeing them defeated. The anology 
relative to America, in my opinion, is that Americans are human beings no 
better or worse as such than any other group of people on the planet but what 
lies at the greatness of America, and great I believe it to be, are the principles 
that we espouse and specifically that the people of this land believing In these 
concepts . 

The analogy of the Greeks to our situation is that with the prolonged J 

ideological conflict with Russia, there exists the tendency, even if not articu- 
lated, on the part of Americans to tone down the striking features of our 
principles, emphasize those characteristics which are less offensive to com- 
munists under the opinion that this would reduce tensions if the source of those 
tensions were not highlighted. While recognizing this to be the case, I advocate 
that we perceive that the following principles (the ones enumerated are ones 
that I am deeply committed to and when in the course of duty to country a man 
may die it is specifically in defense of these that I would undertake that duty): 

(a) Sanctity of the individual 

(b) Right to privacy * 

(c) The doctrine that men are not the creatures of the state but rather 

that the state exists only to serve its citizens 

(d) That it derives its authority from God 

(e) That its citizens have the freedom to publicly worship God 

make us great and that in time of danger, when we are challenged for holding 
them, that we should increase our devotion to them. 

(<2 njzst-sy— 
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My personal philosophy of life is that I am an individual created by Our Lord; 
that I am an American citizen who loves his country, is prepared to die in its 
defense, and believes in the right of that country to self-defense against enemies 
that would attack it. 

As one human being, what can I do to promote its welfare -- while I do not 
pretend to perfectly comprehend, less perfectly act on these truths; I believe, 
in a generation which is rare for the profession of these qualities, in possessing 
a love and adoration of Our Lord for His own sake as a primary reason for 
living and motive for acting and on a more mundane level, of possessing a per- 
sonal honor which will not sacrifice its principles for the acquisition of money 
or power. To be more truthful, for the above reasons, not to pursue these 
goals at all. 

What explains a person who reads a great deal, does not extensively socialize, 
marry, have children, try to accept responsibility or strive for a better material 
well-being? I have read above 3,000 books . I enjoy being alone from the.stand- 
point of thinking about what I read and spiritual meditation. I enjoy living in a 
country that respects my personal freedom and has faith in individual human beings 
--faith that their efforts to be true to themselves and strengthen their Integrity 
will in the long run benefit both the individual and society. 

To achieve the above goals it does not inhere that a person has to remain 
8 ingle, be less social than average or place position or money low on a system of 
values, but I find this attitude to afford less room for compromise. 

• 

What do such attitudes mean in social terms? Can we have a viable society 
if each person does not contribute to his capacity for the Gross National Product? 
Yes, if we appreciate the fact that other courses are open and accept the fact 
that some people will take them. Why doesn’t a person who feels this way go into 
a conventional role such as a teacher? Again, I feel it is exercising the capacity 
God gave and the freedoms our political system conferred to be an individual. 

If Lincoln had lived and died in Springfield, Dlinois, never gaining any fame but 
still possessing his strong faith in God and integrity, I feel his life would still 
have meaning because his will acted on the graces Our Lord bestowed on him to 
develop his strong character. 

The genius of America in history, and I am thinking here in political and 
natural terms, is that it professed the faith that any person could be capable of 
greatness if given the opportunity. Systems prior to this entrusted its oppor- 
tunities and destiny on its Aristocracy and if exceptional persons rose from the 
common populace, it assimilated him into the favored class. Coming from the 
point of theoretically expressing faith in the average person with the Declaration 
of Independence and Bill of Rights in 1776, Abraham Lincoln afforded history an 
example of the truth of this belief.

'"•Another feature of which I am proud to be an American would be the following 
example. In the Central Valley of California we do not have orientals blowing up 
gas stations as is occurring in Venezuela. The reason is that for someone who is 
poor opportunity to improve his status by personal initiative exists as a safety 
valve to frustration. This idea is cogent enough that it is the policy of our govern- 
ment to disseminate it to other lands as a means to deal with the social and 
political problems that have arisen in the 20th century. 






AN ANALYSIS OF THE CHARACTER OF THE ASSASSIN 
OP PRESIDENT JOHN F. KENNEDY 


rLee Harvey Oswald died before he was given the opportunity of a trial for the murder of 
*tbe President and thus the case of the assassination of President John F. Kennedy will 
never legally be solved. Oswald will always be recorded in American History as the sus- 
pected and probable assassin. We have the further knowledge that one of the sternest 
admonitions in the Bible is that of: "Judge not lest ye be Judged. ** 

With the above being accepted as a foundation, the reason I have undertaken this analysis < 
the probable assassin of the President is that to the extent that the personality character- 
istics of this man and any man in general like him could constitute the make up of a man 
who might and would possibly assassinate a President or other high government official, 
it would be a civic duty in conscience of a private citizen to communicate such an analysis 
to agencies which are charged by law with the responsibilities of safeguarding the life of 
the President and other officials since they have the obligation in prudence to consider 
possible individuals who might be construed as a cause for concern in the fulfilling of the 
tasks of their profession. 

I don’t know Oswald personally but taking the reports of him and the manifestations of his 
character as given in the news media, I would hold that an atheist could perpetrate this 
horrible crime. For the purposes of this analysis I will assume a fictional character 
named Oswald who does perpetrate this crime to reconcile the facts that, while the human 
being Oswald cannot be licitly judged, the mind naturally seeks a solution to the crime. 

When a person believes In and has obedience to Almighty God, he accepts the existence 
and obligation to build a spiritual life and a moral code as given by this Creator as ruling 
his conduct as a person individually and in association with other persons in society. 

For such a person, the center of his life is Almighty God. His actions, behavior and 
thoughts are performed with reference to God and His Laws. There also exists other 
possibilities as a philosophy of life. A person can deny that there is a one, true God in 
Heaven Who created life and rules men and all that exists, and in so doing the person whc 
believes this way now makes himself the center of life and society and in so doing, in 
effect, makes himself a god. The false "god" that an atheist makes of himself is all- 
powerful and almighty to the extent of the maximum effect that his will can have in life. 

As opposed to the Creator Who is perfection itself and Whose goodness, mercy and 
justice are infinite, the false "god" that an atheist makes of himself may exercise his 
will to its maximum power in envy, hatred and malice. To such a person, if the impulse 
presents itself of beating his wife, since his will is the center of the universe and its 
exercise is held to be a good, he therefore beats his wife. If the envy, malice and hatre< 
of our country and its constitutional head, the President of the United States as an office 
and the individual man who holds that office with courage and dedication, is powerful eno 
to present to the will of that atheist the desire to express these evil qualities and, furthe 
. If there is no moral frame of reference restraining this will but the will acting is the 
good sought after; then the person may take the life of this man who was the President of 
our nation in an act of murder. Let us assume our fictional Oswald is such a man. 
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Los Angeles Times by Ru>ert E. Thompson datelined Dallas "‘approximately November 23 
* 1963. 

"Lee H. Oswald, 24, an ex-Marlne, was booked as Mr. Kennedy's alleged assassin after 
^he had been interrogated for nearly eight hours by federal, state and local law enforcement 
^officers, Dallas Police Chief J. E. -Curry, told newsmen Oswald had not confessed. 

But, the Chief said, he would be charged with murder based on physical evidenced . . 
Investigators said they still have considerable work to do on the case but are convinced tha 
Oswald is guilty of the President's murder. Police said Oswald admitted he worked in the 
textbook warehouse building from which the shots that killed the President were fired. 
Oswald would not account for his whereabouts at the time of the assassination, police said. 
. . . but from the moment Oswald was apprehended, the primary objective of the FBI, 
the Secret Service, Texas Rangers, and the Dallas Police was to determine whether he 
fired the fatal shot at the President. Curry said Oswald admitted his Communist sympathi 
and activities in the pro-Castro "Fair Play for Cuba Committee. ** But, beyond that, Curry 
said, Oswald would admit nothing. The Police Chief described Oswald as a stoic.** 

The reason he refuses to account for his whereabouts and does not confess follows from hi 
past pattern of behavior of defiance of authority. His face shows considerable frustration 
as a general condition but from the news photos of him just before he was shot while 
between officers J. R. Lea veil e and L. C. Graves, as a specific condition, his face and 
bearing show considerable self-composure and contentment. 

In the police interrogation room while all the Investigations from the different agencies 
stand around him, he has this self-assurance and refuses to confess a crime be committee 
since he feels a sense of power and superiority to the men around him as he watches their 
helplessness in the face of the effect of his will. Their chief interest is not in Obtaining a 
confession from him as such. On this day, every man questioning him ardently wishes 
that this deed could be undone. He 6ees their uneasiness and exults in the fact that it was 
the action of his will that is the power in front of which they are helpless. 

Most people seldom look at other persons as those persons are, but rather superimpose 
the qualities they consider Important as an overlay to another's character. The average 
person refers to the assassin as a "kook" or "nut". The reason they say this is that they 
never look at the assassin as one human being and what he is like but rather put this 
overlay of their own traits on him and come up with confusion. Nearly all of us spent the 
weekend of November 22 - 24 in a state of shock as a result of the difficulty in assimilatir 
, the enormity of this crime. 

The average person starts out with the following premises: 

(1) I love my country and assume that others do too. 

* (2) I would never murder any one and I assume that no one else would either. 

When a person comes along who retains in his character contradictions of both of these 
statements to a profound degree and is prepared and does act in reality with these evil 
elements in tjis character as motives, no one has to be ashamed of experiencing 
confusion in trying to understand such an Individual.

While the suspect has this sense of power, there also is the fact of his lack of 
comprehension of the significance of what he has done since if, to him, the exercise 
of hls'will is the main good in life, then the social implications of his acts is a meaning- 
less term. With such a person you could mention Kennedy, assassination, Connally and 
murder all day long and he wouldn't bat an eyelash or twitch a lip. Those terms are of 
no importance to him. .'-'Wi' 
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The exercise of his will is important to him. The people who are hurt in this exercise 
of his wiil are extraneous to his interest. If he was shown a picture of Mrs. Kennedy 
and her children and was told that as a result of his action this young woman is now a 
widow and will have to bring up her children without a father, this would have no effect 
on him since his will acting is Important to him and the suffering of this woman and her 
children are not. 

For the purposes of speculation assuming he had not been shot, when he was visited in 
jail b, his wife and mother, he'd ask for newspapers to read jvhat reporters were saying 
about him and exult in the glow of his self-importance . This would be an example of hov 
morally obtuse this man is. He would have a silent glee in all the attention being paid 
him but would not, because of his moral and spiritual condition, comprehend the 
abhorrence that the public would experience for his act. At the end of his trial assuming 
he was found guilty, the newspapers would report that Oswald maintained the same stoic 
composure as the judge sentenced him that he had all during the trial. The word here 
would not be stoic but uncomprehending. He would not comprehend the fact that society 
found his act reprehensible. i 

Assuming he was sentenced to life imprisonment, as the years passed and the Communlf 
and leftist but non-Communist news media around the world raised the cry that Oswald 
was innocent and that the assassination was a rightest plot he would never consciously 
say anything to contradict this and would enjoy the attention given him.

As an example which contrasts with this line of behavior and inight be considered as the 
way the average murderer from a motive of passion acts, they had a case in Seattle 
where an Italian laborer killed his unfaithful wife in a very brutal and violent manner.. 
For the first fifteen hours he was in custody, the man admitted nothing. At this point, 
the suspect was reported as having gone into a catatonic like fit in which he re-enacted 
his crime fearfully sobbing all the while. Eight hours later after sleeping, he denied 
any previous verbal confession which he had made. What probably occurred was that 
the enormity of his act filled him with overwhelming emotions which caused him to act 
against his own self-interest. 

A father of a young boy hits the child in anger and then is immediately remorseful. 

. The reason he experiences remorse is because of the love the father has for the child. 

If he didn't have this love, he wouldn't experience sorrow. 

If the reader accepts as a speculation the foregoing analysis and then compares the 
picture of Oswald from the newspapers before and after he was shot, I would prem se 
that the key feature on his face as he is shot Is the lack of comprehension he has 
even of the significance of his own death. , . 
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The question presents itself of the spiritual implications of this event. At the 6pllt 
second that the assassin was squeezing the trigger to fire the bullet at 12:30 P.M. on 
the 22ad of November, Almighty God saw this and as the Ruler of the world, all the 
^societies and people in it and every act and power to act that exists In His creatures 
•Mcould have caused a slight gust of wind which would have swerved the bullet to miss the 
'president by 2 inches . Our Lord had the power to do this, but He did not use it. 

It is said that Our Lord never causes evil but rather permits it to occur and that even 
then He draws good out of the evil act. This assassination was a singularly monstrously 
evil act. 

(1) Why did our Lord permit it to occur? 

(2) What good does our Lord expect to derive out of this evil act? 

(3) What does He wish that we, His creatures, learn from this event In an 
understanding which will reflect His glory and goodness? 


Possibly we may have to put aside the image of the happy, pleasant America with no 
problems which has millions of its citizens fleeing a confrontation with their consciences 
by occupying their attention with subscription pay television, new cars with side 
windows that move at the press of a button and xlTZLx distractions . 

The purpose of our Lord in permitting this horrible crime to occur may well be that he 
is no longer willing to accept only the implicit belief in God that is the foundation of our 
society and country but wishes that this profession of allegience and obedience to 
. Almighcy God be publicly made and acted upon by both the individuals and institutions . 
of our country. 

This implicit belief exists when a person places his hand on the Bible in court and says 
that: “1 will tell the truth and nothing but the truth, so help me God." The implication 
is that the words and the Judicial system that rests on their meaning are worthless 
without the witness of our Lord. 

The people of our country have experienced much grief over this event and possibly 
some of it is excessive. The assassination of President John F. Kennedy, shocking 
though it is, has to be viewed in a spiritual perspective. 

The life of John F. Kennedy belonged to Almighty God and when He, in His wisdom, 
chose to call his servant to his eternal reward whether on that day, two days before, 
ten years before or ten years after November 22, 1963, was an expression of His will -- 
a will which has to be received by His creatures with a submissiveness characterized 
by humility and meekness. • .

' to the sorrow that our Blessed Mother felt on the day that she saw her Son carry His 
cross along the road to Calvary and there watch Jesus be crucified?

|Truths may be drawn from this terrible event that will show forth the glory of God and 
contribute to the possibility of drawing more souls to Him. As the natural life of John 
Kennedy ebbed away, despite the frantic efforts of our magnlficant medical doctors and 
the facilities they have, the faiths of Materialism and Secular Humanism and Its 
ministers, the scientists and psychiatrists, stood by helpless and despairing. One 
faith, that in Almighty God, demonstrated that it lives even through such terrible events 
in Glory and Majesty and provides to its adherents the spiritual power of the Love of 
God which has overcome death. 

At the end of this analysis, it is necessary to mention once again that as a person who ha; 
left the living Oswald will never be able to be tried for this crime. It is the duty of a 
Christian to wish the mercy of our Lord on the soul of the man Lee Oswald and leave to 
Almighty God His judgement. 

The only justification that can be presented for undertaking such an analysis is that the 
confusion most people experience due to the main suspect’s untimely death, Ignorance of 
motives and the utmost seriousness of the act perpetrated as of now lend themselves, wit 
a realistic knowledge of human weakness, to unscruplous individuals using this situation 
to make unfounded charges against second parties and in turn leading to general, 
unproductive investigative work. -

Curtio La Verne Crafard, 1219 Birch Street, Dallas, 
Oregon, advised Special Agent Vem P. Davis that he had been 
employed by Jack Ruby at Ruby's Carousel Club and also at his 
Vegas Club in Dallas, Texas, principally a3 lights operator 
for the stage a::ts but also occasionally as bartender and 
doorman, and this employment covered the period around November 
14, 1963 . Interview conducted on August 21, 1964. •. 

Relative to Officer J. D. Tlppit, the photographs of 
Tlppit were shown to Crafard at his above address in Dallas, 
Oregon. He said that ,he does not recognize the photographs 
of Tlppit as anyorfc he had seen in either of the above clubs. 

He does recall the name “Tlppit" and recalls that he was in the 
presence of Ruby at the time the news came ever the air con- 
cerning the assassination of President Kennedy and the death 
of Officer Tlppit, and at that time Crafard recalls hearing 
Ruby refer to Tlppit by name in a manner indicating to Crafard 
that Ruby knew Tlppit. Crafard was unable to recall specifi- 
er! ly what Ruby said. 

Concerning Bernard Weissman, Crafard was shown the 
photographs of V/elssman. He recalled the photographs as being 
of a man he recognizes as having been at the Carousel Club, 
belonging to Ruby in Dallas, Texas, on a number of occasions. 

He ha3 heard Ruby refer to Weissman by the name of "Weissman," 
and on several occasions has served V/eiosman drinks at the 
Carousel Club. 

Crafard stated he was employed by Ruby on November 14, 
1963 , but he is quite certain he was at the Vegas Club on that 
date. Crafard has no recollection of Ruby, Weissman and Tlppit 
meeting at the. Carousel Club or elsewhere on November 14, 

1963, or on any other date.

Curt-io Le Verne Crafard, 1219 Birch Street, Dallas, 
Oregon, furnished the following Information to Special Agents 
Vem P. Davis and Harold 0. Brack on August 27, 1964: 

It is Crafard* s definite recollection that he was 
in the prepence of Jack Ruby when the news came over the air 
concerning the assassination of President Kennedy and the 
death of Officer J. D. Tipplt on November 22, 19&3. At that 
time. Ruby referred to Officer Tippit by his first name or 
a nickname, neither of which Crafard can recall, and said he 
knew him quite well. He definitely was referring to the 
Dallas, Texas, Police Department officer, Tipplt, who wao 
shot the day of the assassination. 

Concerning an individual named Welssman, Crafard 
has a very vague recollection of having heard either Ruby 
or the man in charge of the Carousel Club in Ruby's absence, 
whose name is either Andy Alexander or Andy Armstrong, mention 
the name Welssman. He does not remember in what connection the 
name was mentioned, unless possibly it was simply an order to 
serve Mr. Welssman. Crafard believes he served such a"felloiT 
two or three times at the bar at the Carousel Club in the late 
evening and that he wa3 a detective from. the Dallas, Texas, 
Police Department. He does not recall Welssman* s first name 
but is inclined to think it may have been Johnny. He does 
not recall anyone else who knew Welssman, and the only 
description Crafard can furnish of Welssman is as follows:

CARDBOARD CARTONS 

Four cardboard cartons recovered from the sixth floor of the Texas f 
School Book Depository Building In Dallas after the ass assina tion .of -President - — 

Ken nedy w ere examined in Ident in November , 1963. Twenty Latent fingerprints 
and seven latent palm prints were developed on these cartons. One of the latent 
fingerprints and one of the latent palm prints were subsequently identified as those 
of Lee Harvey Oswald. „This left nineteen latent fingerprints and six latent palm 
prints unidentified. 

Mr. Rosen's memorandum to Mr. Belmont, 8*28-64, and Mr. Conrad's 
memorandum to Mr. Belmont dated 9-1-64 reported that J. Lee Rankin, General 
Counsel of the President's Commission is anxious to try to resolve the identity of 
the remaining latent fingerprints and palm prints on the four cardboard cartons. 

The Commission now feels that if the identity of these prints is not resolved. It 
leaves room for the allegation and speculation that Oswald bad a co -conspirator in 
killing President Kennedy. Mr. Rankin said he would bequest by letter that the 
FBI attempt to Identify the latent prints on the cardboard cartons with particular 
reference to eliminating the prints :6f Dallas Police Officers, Secret Service Agents 
and Texas School Book Depository employees. Today we received from the Dallas 
FBI office the fingerprints and palm prints of two agents and three clerical employees 
who processed evidence In this case for transmittal to the Bureau. Five of the latent 
fingerprints and one of the latent palm prints on the cartons were identified with the 
prints of Forsst L. Lucy, a clerical employee. 

At the present time, fourteen latent fingerprints and five latent palm 
prints on the cartons still remain unidentified.

During tbe past several weeks the Bureau completed 23 visual 
aids which were requested by Kr. Rankin to be used by the Commission 
to assist report writers in clai'ifying obscure, technical points which 
will appear in the text of the finished report estimated to consist of 
30 volumes upon completion. On 9-3-64, Staff members Redlich, Y/illens, 
Slawson and Griffin requested fifteen (15) additional visual aids 
dealing with Oswald’s life in the USSR, Ruby's killing of Oswald and 
the assassination site. No deadline date was set at that time, 
however, their requests were given expeditious attention by the Exhibits 
Section and within two working days plus several hours overtime, 
preliminary rough draft sketches were completed and discussed with these 
attorneys on 9-9-64. 

Mr. Willens, Administrative Assistant to Mr. Rankin, advised 
me on 9-9-64 that he had been instructed to have the completed text 
and visual aids in the hands of the Government Printing Office by noon 
Friday, 9-11-64. Ke instructed his staff to get me all the information 
necessary to complete new exhibits and to approve all rough sketches 
already submitted to the Commission. The 15 rough drafts were approved 
by 4:00 p.m. , on 9-9-64. Two additional visual aids were requested 
making a total of 17 to be completed in a matter of one working day, 
an assignment which normally would be handled in four working days. 
Material for two visual aids is still to be obtained by the Commission 
from the Defense Department and made available to the Exhibits Section

Lyndon Johnson was In the same automobile caravan headed 
by Kennedy, though at some distance from him, and he was not 
wounded. Governor of Texas, John Connally, was seated next 
to the National Chief In the presidential car whose bullet 
proof windows had been lowered. Mrs. Jacqueline Kennedy was 
also In the same vehicle, slightly ahead of her husband; 
however she was not wounded. 

The attempt against President Kennedy took place to the 
east of the viaduct opposite a' park In the heart of the city 
of Dallas. 

Newspaper men riding some five cars back of the one 
occupied by the President heard what seemed to them to be 
three shots from small arms. 
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A letter was directed to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation at Washington, D.C. This letter was post- 
marked July 21, 1664. This letter contained the following 
Information:

"I believe that I o-»e it to you, to your sister-in-law 
Jacqueline Kennedy, to the other members of the Kennedy 
family, to the American people and to the whole world to 
clarify the confused issues of the horrible Dellas assassination.

KILTdSR has been under medical treatment since the age 
of 12 and suffers from an overly sensitive nervous system. He 
had suicidal thoughts as early as the age of 13 and claims 
that since the age of 4 has been dreaming in series of things 
vhich later occur and says he th'js dreamed in advance about 
the death of President KSKliSOY about a year and a half ago. 

He attended primary school in Altdorf from 1940-1854 end a 
higher secondary school in Poebllngen from 1954-1S57. He said 
that he vas the test student in his class but Vegan to neglect 
his vork and could no longer be promoted in 1957.

•* HILLER stated that hie nervous condition was ^ 

originally discovered by a professor of the Tuebingen Children’s 
Hospital who recommended that he be sent to a boarding school. 

He attributes his deteriorating performance in school to the 
strain of puberty. In spite of his difficulties his medical 
treatment en’ed in 1S55 with a diagnosis of an overly sensitive 
nervous system. He speaks, however, of suffering feelings of 
depression, loss of interest nnd weakness of will in secondary 
school. These symptoms continued from 1957-1960. He said 
that he **was not there” during these periods which first 
occurred at two-week intervals end later at four-week intervals. 
During these times he was weary of life and felt all problems 
to be insurmountable and had suicidal thoughts. He says that 
cuicida runs In his fanily as an aunt on hie father Vc side . 
committed suicide in 1956. * 

KILLER, stated that he "approached God” because he 
needed help in handling his condition. About four years ago 
he said his relationship to '.M charged inasmuch as he would 
not merely pray elone but rather would also receive an answer 
from C<>d in the fora of dreams. Since about four years ago 
he occasionally dreamed in series of things which later occurred. 
Among other things he claims to have dreamed in advance of 
about one and one half years of the death of President KKlfK.iOT 
seeing the murder and all the circumjstr.nces, places and persons. 

Ee also mentioned two. c*I er occasions of predictions of other 
events. He claims to have been visited by the Chief of the

KILLER said that his actions on the bridga over the 
ITeckar River came about after ha ”wac told" to go to Rottenburg, 
the Seat of a Diocese, where his "super- hunan situation" would 
be brought to an end. Ee was picked~up after his performance 
on the bridge and taken to his doctor, Dr, OGTEJU&AHIT, who 
coraittsd him to a sanitarium in Tuebingen. He said the doctor 
t*d wished to commit him previously but ho would not consent.

ar.d feels that he would have been released earlier if he had ,

Vith particular reference to the letter written to 
the Attorney General and his prediction of the assassination 
of President KENNEDY, the report sets out the following account 
by HILLER: 

**I was informed in ell details about the threatening 
murder of Kennedy through a dream series which occurred 
about one and half years ago. * 

’’Immediately after the dream I wrote to the American 
military mission or to the Headquarters of the American 
forces in Germany, and stated that I had a highly political 
matter to report. Later I wrote again, as I received i 

no answer in the meantime to my first letter. 

’’After my second letter I was telephoned directly 
from the White House by President Kennedy. I was f 

then, as agreed, in the Hotel *zur Sonne* in Altdorf. 1 

At first, people from the staff of the President attempted 
to speak with me, but I did not leave then alone until I t 

was able to speak to the President himself. He himself, 
and his staff also, spoke in German. 

’’The conversation was recorded on tape, and I must • 

have insulted the President, since he left the room, 
while his wife remained until the end. 

”1 told him when and where he would be murdered. 

"Some two months later he called mo again In the 
’Sonne* and wanted to know more details. He also told 
me that he felt that he was able to achieve more than 
his successor and to bring the Western World into a position 
of leadership, /.bout April, 1363, the President called 
me again in the ’Sonne’ and told me that he had arranged 
everything concerning his succession. Johnson was also 
present and was badly shaken. In his inner turmoil, he 
left the room before I was through with the conversation. 




"As Kennedy told me in the last conversation, - % ■ » 

he himself had determined the people mho mere to 
murder him. He also told me that the people mere • 

< envious among themselves and that each fought to be. ^ j'' , 

able to commit the murder. *>♦ . ‘ f 

"It mas most likely for this reason that it later 
came to the murder of the murderer, whose action mas 
begrudged him. 

"I had originally predicted, and had also made 
it a condition in conversations mith the President, . 
that I mould not make knomn the truth about the murder 
to the public until half a year after the deed. I also 
suggested the founding of a memorial library. 

"Bomever, Kennedy did not agree that the announcement 
of the truth about the murder should malt so long; rather, 
he demanded that bis family be told about it in time. * 

Therefore, some 14 days after the deed, I informed Robert 
Kennedy, mho then informed the midow of the President. » 

Jacqueline Kennedy then sent me a telegram mhich stated p 

that she thanked me very much and mas of the opinion that 
mhat I had reported mas the best solution of the case. 
Unfortunately I no longer have the telegram."

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The following Investigation was conducted by 
Special Agent JOSEPH PATRICK AYERS i 

On July 30, 1964, Mrs. CLINTON HUDSON was Inter- 
viewed at her residence In DeKalb County, Georgia, near 
Llthonla, Georgia. Mrs. HUDSON stated she sent a letter 
to the Cincinnati, Ohio, Post Office to be forwarded to 
the PBI Office, as she was unaware there was an FBI Office 
In Atlanta, Georgia. She stated the reason she sent the 
letter was that she believed a ®an she met at a tent revival 
meeting In Atlanta, Georgia, is the assassin of President 
KENNEDY. She based this on the fact that she was the only 
Negro person at the tent revival meeting and the man running 
the meeting told her she was not welcome there, and she 
recalls a fragment of the conversation where he said, 

■Somebody has to do It, and I will*. On questioning, she 
stated there was no previous conversation concerning President 
KENNEDY, and it is her personal conclusion the man had the 
assassination of the President In mind. Mrs. HUDSON gave a 
somewhat rambling account of the Incident at the tent 
revival meeting. She stated among other things that she was 
hypnotized and also had a "laying of the hands on her.* 

In further conversation, Mrs. HUDSON disclosed 
she was an inmate of Milledgevllle State Hospital for the 
mentally ill, MilledgeviUe, Georgia, for a period of nine 
years. It was noted in the course of the conversation 
that she would make disjointed remarks, such as "That's a 
pretty car you're driving", right in the middle of the 
conversation. 

On July 30, 1964, Detective B.F. CORIAY, DeKalb 
County Police Department, Decatur, Georgia, advised he had - 
received several letters from Mrs. HUDSON and they were 
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consistently irrational. Detective CORIZY stated the 
contents of these letters concerned allegations of the 
practice of voodooj.sm by Mrs. HUDSON'S husband, wherein 
he would turn her into a lizard, and in another instance 
into a snake. 

Detective CORIAY stated that based on these 
letters, no response is made on receipt of the letters 
from Mrs. HUDSON.

For the past few years CHRISTMAS has been employed 
in the real estate business and has handled as a sideline the 
sale of Electro Way garbage disposal units for one FRANK 
KNIGHT, 7016 Clemson, Dallas, Texas. CHRISTMAS stated that 
KNIGHT is a very outspoken individual with little education 
and, prior to the assassination of President JOHN FITZGERALD 
KENNEDY, made statements indicating that he did not like 
KENNEDY and if there was a group that wanted to kill the 
President he would be honored to be a part of it. CHRISTMAS 
stated he believes KNIGHT made the statement at one time that 
he would be glad to pull the trigger. 

CHRISTMAS advised that HERMAN RIPLEY , a member of 
the Dallas Philatelic Society, 11122 Midway Read , Dallas, 
Texas, has also been known to make radical statements against 
former President KENNEDY. 

In addition, CHRISTMAS stated he has information 
that ROBERT B. HERSHEY, ,an attorney with offices on Ervay 
Street in Dallas, Texas*, made the statement prior to the 
assassination of President KENNEDY that, "Wouldn’t it be easy 
to kill the President. All it would take would be a rifle." 
CHRISTMAS advised at a meeting of the Dallas Philatelic 
Society on a recent night HERSHEY was extremely critical of 

KENNEDY as an individual. 

* * 

CHRISTMAS advised he is a member of the Dallas 
Philatelic Society and that KNIGHT, RIPLEY and HERSHEY are 
also members of this society. 

CHRISTMAS further advised that a source who declined 
to be identified had furnished him information concerning 
these individuals, as follows* 
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On the night before the assassination of president ;, v 
KENNEDY* this source was at the home of Mr. ROBERT B. HERSHEY* 
4729 Alta Vista Lane* Dallas* Texas* Whose profession is 
attorney at law, and vfoose office is located at 211 North 
Ervay, Dallas. This source advised that after trading of 
postage stamps was completed between HERSBEY and himself* 
HERSHEY made conversation on how easy it would be for the 
President to be Killed on his visit to Dallas or anyvAiere 
else. Before this conversation, the source stated he had 
never given a second thought to any reference HERSHEY made 
about the KENNEDY Administration* for he thought HERSHEY was 
Just "popping off - about the way the government is being run* _ 
as various people do all the time. 

The source also quoted HERSHEY as stating it would 
be a good thing for the country if he (the President) was 
Killed and also made a statement that a rifle would be the 
most logical weapon to be used and the easiest. 

The source identified Mr. HERSHEY as a member of 
the Dallas Philatelic society Which meets the first and third 
Fridays of each month at the Church of the Good Shepherd* 

11122 Midway Road, Dallas, Texas. This society issued a cachet 
cover with the first day of issue of the KENNEDY commemorative 
postage stamp, dated May 29, 1964* and vAien HERSHEY was con- 
tacted concerning this cachet cover, a memorial to President 
KENNEDY* he made a statement to the effect that KENNEDY was 
not any good anyway and that he was sure not going to waste 
his money on the commemorative stamp or the cachet. 
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The files of the Dallas Office reflect that on 
September 13, 1950, JOHN CLINTON CHRISTMAS, also known as 
JOHN CLINTON WILSON, made application for clerical position 
with the FBI. CHRISTMAS indicated prior military service 
in U. S. Marine Corps, having received an honorable distiharge 
due to medical defect that would be intensified by further 
service . 
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The files of the Dallas Office reflect that ROBERT 
B. HERSHEY, attorney at law, 211 North Ervay Building, Dallas, 
Texas, was a complainant in Dallas file captioned UNKNOWN 
SUBJECT | NEW LONDON, TEXAS, SHERIFF'S OFFICE I ALBERT BOYD - 
VICTIM* CIVIL RIGHTS. 
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FRANK IHOMAs!(ttNXGHT, 7016 Clemson Drlve.Ttelephone Ho. 

DI 8-0650, advised he Is the owner of K and A Distributors Odtcheik 
appliances) and operates this business from his home. 

KNIGHT stated that on November 22, 1963, his business was 
located at 4810A Greenville Avenue, Dallas, Texas. KNIGHT stated he 
was In his office at this address at the time of the assassination of 
President K£NNEDY. KNIGHT advised that he held different political 
views than President KENNEDY and did not vote for him. He stated, 
however, that he never desired that President KENNEDY be killed and 
certainly would not do anything to cause anyone's death. He said 
the assassination of President KENNEDY was stupid and a great tragedy. 

KNIGHT advised he admired President KENNEDY and considered 
him a tremendous speaker. In the same category as former President 
FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT. ‘ ; —— * 

KNIGHT stated he had no Information which would assist in 
the Investigation of the assassination of President KENNEDY.

HERSHEY stated on November 22, 1963, he did not view the 
Presidential motorcade. He stated the motorcade passed by on Main 
Street which is two blocks south of where his office building Is 
located. He said as the motorcade passed on Main Street he was eating 
lunch in the Chefette Restaurant in the building where his office is 
located. He said shortly after he returned to his office he heard 
that President KENNEDY had been shot. 


HERSHEY 8 aid he never made the statement "Wouldn’t it be 
easy to kill the President. All it would take would be a rifle." 

He stated he thought the assassination of President KENNEDY was a 
great tragedy. He advised, however, that he did not vote for ; 
President KENNEDY and was not in favor of some of President KENNEDY’S 
policies, but had much respect for him as a man. 

HERSHEY stated he had no information which would assist 
in the investigation of the assassination of President KENNEDY.

LANDVIK stated he was 28 years of age and that the 
"thing** to which he referred was the assassination of President 
KENNEDY In Dallas,; texas. — LANDVIK told CONNELLY that' while he - 
'had. been in Minnesota at the time of the assassination, he felt 
that he had had some significant Information prior to the 
assassination. In this respect he said he had been traveling 
between Chicago, Illinois, and Grand Forks, North Dakota,' on 
a bus sometime before the assassination and became Involved in 
a discussion with a man whose name he knows, but did not disclose, 
during which time this man had shown him a photograph of FIDEL 
CASTRO and remarked "we're going to do something about this.". .

, Mr. CONNELLY said In his opinion LANDVIK at times 
appeared to.be a mental case, but talked very rationally and 
appeared to be much disturbed by the information he had in 
his possession.

He advised that he did not recall the date, but

Illinois to Sioux Falls, South Dakota, On this bus ride, 
be - became acquainted with one EFRAIN^SORIO, who clained 
he was employed by a newspaper, namdnot furnished, in 

Cub a. He stated that OSORIO was very pro r CASTRO, and' ; 

OSORIO requested LANDVIK to sell Ms friends on CASTRO j 
and his Government. They did not discuss the Government 
of the United States. 

He advised that he changed buses in Omaha, Nebraska, 
but OSORIO stayed on the bus, stating that he was going to 
California. He stated that prior to their separation at 
Omaha, OSORIO had given him a snapshot of FIDEL CASTRO and 
he had given OSORIO a snapshot of himself. 

He stated he never saw OSORIO again. But about 
the time that FIDEL CASTRO had taken over the Government of 
Cuba, he received a letter from OSORIO. He did not recall 
where this letter was postmarked, but he believed it had 
been mailed from either New York or Washington D. C. OSORIO 
requested him in this letter again to sell CASTRO*s Govern- 
ment to his, LANDVIK *s friends. In addition, OSORIO stated 
in his letter that if LANDVIK would do this, he, OSORIO, 
would arrange to pay the expenses for LANDVIK to take a 
trip to Cuba on LANDVIK’s birthday. 

He stated that OSORIO enclosed a photograph of 
himself with this letter and in this photograph, OSORIO 
was holding a slingshot aiming it at the camera. He 
thought this photograph had some significance, since 
DAVID had used a slingshot against GOLIATH and this probably 
was Intended to represent Cuba as DAVID against the United 
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States as GOLIATH. 



He stated the above letter was addressed to him 
at his former address In Sioux Falls, South Dakota, which 
he no longer recalled. He advised he had furnished this 
address to OSORIO at the tine they were riding the bus to- 
gether.

He advised that he no longer has the above letter 
or the photographs of CASTRO and OSORIO, and he did not re- 
call what he had done with then. 


He advised that he had not furnished the above 
information to anyone and did not think any sore about It un- 
til after the assassination of President KENNEDY. He stated 
that since the assassination, the above Incidents In regard 
to OSORIO have been preying on his mind, and he thought that 
possibly if he had furnished this information prior to the 
assassination, it say have prevented the assassination as f 

it possibly had some significance. He could not elaborate 
on this significance since he and OSORIO had not discussed 
the United States Government. President KENNEDY was a 
United States Senator at the time he met OSORIO, and at 
the time he received the letter from OSORIO. 


He advised that he had not seen or heard from 
OSORIO since he received the above letter and had no idea 
as to his present whereabouts. 

He described EFRAIN OSORIO as a Cuban; age, In 
his middle thirties; S' 8"; 160 pounds; black hair; brown 
•yes; and olive complexion. 

OSORIO made no statements concerning Russia or 
Communism and no derogatory statements concerning the United 
States. 


Mr. LANDVIK advised that he occasionally has had 
lapses of memory when he did not know what he was doing. He 
advised that when he was 14 or 15 years of age, he had been 
confined in the University Hospital, Minneapolis, Minnesota/ 
for treatment as a mental patient.

By observation on July 1, 1964, It was determined that 
Fifth and Beckley Streets is a residential neighborhood. There are 
no restaurants, coffee shops, or drugstores in this area. 

It was also determined by observation that there la 
located on the corner of Beckley Street and Colorado Boulevard the 
Dobbs House Snack Bar. It is located next to an almost completed 
building in which is located a drugstore. 

On July 2, 1964, SAM ROGERS, operator, Dobbs House Snack 

Bar, 1221 North Beckley (corner of Beckley Street and Colorado 
Boulevard), advised he has in his employ a large red-headed male 
cook weighing approximately 300 pounds. He stated this cook's 
name is DOUGLAS LEAKE and he works the 10:00 p.m. to 7:00 a. a. 
shift. He said LEAKE was in his employ in November, 1963. ROGERS 
stated he does not know LEAKE's present residence.

LEAKE said he had been previously interviewed by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation and stated he had no additional 

information which would be of assistance in the investigation of 
the assassination of President KENNEDY.

By letter dated July 2, 1964, Dr. JOSEPH C. ELIA, 315 
South Sierra Street, Apartment #18, Reno, Nevada, forwarded a 
letter to J. EDGAR HOOVER, Director, Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, stating that, while driving through Utah early In the 
morning of July 1, 1§64, (about 1:00 a.m. ) and while listening 
to a broadcast of a nature where listeners call in and discuss 
things, he. Dr. ELIA, heard a listener from Grassrange, Montana, 
call in and state that, in the televised Journey of the late 
President to Dallas, Texas, she had noticed somewhere on her-,— — 
viewing” screen a sign reading, "Assassinate him." Dr. ELIA 
stated that this person, whom he believed to be MARTHA MATTOX 
or MADDOX, asked the radio announcer If he or anybody else had 
noted this too. She stated she had never seen anything like 
this in print or any mention of it elsewhere. 

Dr. ELIA stated he was forwarding the foregoing above 
Item, which he thought the Bureau would be interested in checking. 
Dr. ELIA stated the station he was listening to at the time of 
hearing the communication was Salt Lake City, Utah, radio station 
KSL. 

On July 17, 1964, the Salt Lake City Office advised 
as follows: 

On July 16, 1964, Mr. JOE KJAR, Station Manager, Radio 
Station KSL, Salt Lake City, Utah, advised SA WILLIAM J. GJBIJERMANN 
the program referred to in Dr, ELIA'S letter is called "The.

On August 1, 1964, Mrs.^MATTIE^lADDOX, also known as 
Mrs. George^Maddox, and MarthaV^faddox, advised that she is a 
widow living alone on the ranch' formerly operated by her and 
her husband, who died approximately nine years ago. She stated 
she has no children and her nearest relative is a nephew who 
lives a short distance in back of her on another road. She 
stated she has no relatives in this area other than her nephew. 
Although she has been tempted to sell the farm and leave, she 
does not know where to go if she were to sell the farm. She 
stated that, at the present time, it is being operated by two 
men on a share basis and she has nothing to do but sit and watch 
televidon or listen to radio. & > 

Mrs. MADDOX stated that on the day the late President 
KENNEDY was traveling in Dallas, Texas, she had been watching 
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the events from the very beginning and has a very clear and - 
distinct recollection of the caravan passing or rounding a 
rather slow corner Just prior to the time that KENNEDY was 
shot. She stated she has a very distinct recollection that 
she glimpsed a sign, which she said was apparently fastened on 
the side of a building on the inside of this slow curve and 
it had the word "assassinate" on it. She stated the slgri In 
her recollection, was about the size of a mirror that she had 

hanging on the wall, approximately 2* x l6", and she believed 

it had & frame around the edge of it. She stated she noted 

this sign and shortly afterwards the shooting took place, resulting 

in the death of President KENNEDY. 

Mrs. MADDOX stated she was an avid follower of all of 
the events that followed thereafter, and on several occasions 
mentioned to her neighbors, when she met thenv that she had seen 
this sign with the word "assassinate" on it and asked them if 
they, too, had seen the sign. She stated that none of them who 
were watching claimed to have seen the sign and she said it has 
been bothering her a great deal that she is the only person who 
saw this sign. She said she did not think she was imagining 
the sign, as it is so vivid in her mind in its location on the 
front of the building on the inside of the curves approximately 
3^' to 4* off the ground, and apparently fastened to the building. 
She was not cezteln as to the color of the sign but believed that 
it was white with black or dark letters. 

Mrs. MADDOX stated that this matter has bothered her 
so mush that, on one occasion when she was listening to a radio 
program out of Salt Lake City, Utah, she put in a long distance 
call to the man running the program and asked him if he had ever 
seen this sign or if it had ever been brought to his attention. 

Mrs. MADDOX stated that, although she is 80 years of age and a * 
widow, she considers she is in good physical condition and did A 
not think she was imagining any of the things she saw. Mrs. V 
MADDOX stated she could provide no additional information as to 
the sign, but stated it is still vivid in her recollection as-.C > 
being on the building on the inside of the curve taken by the ‘ ^ 
late President prior to the shooting.

He himself had conducted Investigation on a 
claim regarding one JAMES O'BRIEN, which developed on 
policy number 30HO-492930-62M, on which the last 
premium was paid January 1, 1963 and which was assigned 
claim number 7~t>52494. This policy was issued at Bloomington, 
Illinois, and the application Indicated the policy holder 
was born April 9, 1896 in Kansas. JOHN MELVIN DILLEY was 
the agent making the sale. ■ 

He had only a skeleton file as the main file 
has been sent to the Home Office at Omaha, Nebraska, 
under the supervision of either Mr. W.B. HEWITT, Assistant 
Zone Director,’ or Mr. L.A. BUKACEK, Zone Director for 
the Central Zona. 

His recollection was that about in Hay, 1963, 
he attempted to locate O'BRIEN, who had filed a claim 
for benefits under the policy.

In October, 1963, he moved from Shreveport, 

Louisiana, to GladHwster, Texas, to live with a relative, 
after the Shreveport Police had been harassirg him constantly 
because he is a homosexual. In November, 1963, he had to have 
some drntal work dons, and although he would have preferred 
to return to Shrevep-ort for this work, he was afraid the 
police would again harass him, so he went instead to Dallas, 
Texas. He has an aunt and uncle, Mr. and Mrs. JAMES HAMILTON 
PATTILliO, living a‘ 1721 Beverly Parkway, Irving, Texas, and on 
November 38, 1963, he vent to their residence. He made an 
appointment with a Doctor v'FNU) SPIEGAL, a dentist whose office 
is on the fifth or sixth floor of the Mercantile Bank Building, 
Dallas, for November 19. Or. that date he had impressions made — 
in preparation for a partial plate, inasmuch as he had to have 
six of his upper front teeth pulled. He then made an appoint- 
ment for 8:30 A.M. on November 20, 1963, to continue the dental 
work. He returned to Irving, Texas, and spent the night at the 
home of his aunt and uncle. 

On the morning of November 20, 1963, h? left the home 
of his aunt and uncle at about 7:00 A.M. It was raining heavily 
that morning and he noticed his gas tank was empty. There was 
only one service station, a Fina station, open in Irving that 
time of the morning. He had no cash on him, although he had 
some checks, and was unable to purchase gasoline at that station. 
In passing the bus stop in Irving where the Continental or the 
Trailways Bus picks up passengers for Dellas, he noticed a 
white man standing, waiting for a bus,. There were also several 
Negroes standing nearby. The white man was dressed in a gray 
plastic raincoat, carrying a black unbrella., and a lunch pail, 
probably also black. He had something on his head, possibly 
a newspaper, a hat, or a piece of cellophane to keep the rain 
off. He stopped and offered to take this man to Dallas for the 
price of the bus fare to Dallas. The man agreed, and they then 
went to the Fina Service Station, where they ordered a dollar's 
worth of gasoline.

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Inroute to Dallas from Irving, his passenger, who •. 

never gave his name, asked PRICE if he had ever been in a 
foreign country. PRICE told hia no, and asked the ran if he 
had. The ran said yes, he had lived in Russia and that his 
wife was Russian, and that bis wife and child lived in Dallas, 
and that he was boarding in Irving. PRICE asked hin if he was 
separated from his wife, but the man did not explain. Also, 
while enroute to Dallas, the man asked PRICE how he would 
like to hire himself and his car out at $100 per day plus 
expenses to take this man , his wife and two other ten to 
Mew Mexico or M-xico (PRICE recalled that he said either Mew 
Mexico or Mexico, but he could not remember at this time 
which he said.) PRICE asked him if the other two men were 
people the same age as his passenger, and the man said no, they 
were older men and PRICE believed he Also said something to 
Indicate they were kinfolk of his. The ran said the money 
would be paid in advance and that the trip would be between 
that time and the first of the year. The acn did not specify 
how long the trip would last, or say what the purpose of the 
trip was, but he did say that PRICE would leave him and his 
companions at their destination and PRICE would return alone. 

PRICE was not interested at the time and indicated to the man 
he did not think he was interested. 


PRICE had some recollection also, that during the 
trip the man made some comment about Communism or Marxism, but 
he could not recall any specific conversation in this regard. 
During the trip it continued to rain quite heavily and since 
his windshield wipers did not work properly, he and his passenger 
had to continually wipe off the windshield with paper towels 
they had obtained at the service station. 

Upon arriving in Dallas, they passed in the vicinity 
of what he now knows to be the Texas School Book Itepository, 
and his passenger pointed in the general direction of that 
building and stated this was where he worked. At the time, 

PRICE was busy driving, it was raining, and th* traffic was 
heavy, and h* did not pay. much attention and could not say 
just which building the man was referring to. They passed 
that area, and the man asked him to go back and drop him off, 
but since h* did not. have much time Before his dental appointment 
and because the traffic made it difficult to maneuver, he told 
the man he would drop him at the bus station, as they had ' 
agreed. H 4 stopped at the Greyhound B.n Station, and got out . \ 
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and went into the bus station restroom, telling the nan to lock J 
the car door when he got cut. When he reterr.wd to the car a " 
few minutes later, the uc was still in tt« car and was looking 
through a notebook of his. PRICE became angry and asked the 
man what he thought he was doing, that this was his, PRICE'S, 
property. The man apologized, then pointed to a na.me, address 
and telephone number he had written on the book and told him 
he had written his name, his landlady's name, address and 
telephone numner down and fcr PRICE to think ever his pro- 
position and to call him. PRICE did nc*c pay much attention 
to what was written down at the t Iti - , tvt n^ti-^d it was an 
address in Irving, Texas, ant. he cenunentod to the man, more 
to get rid of him than anyth leg else, that it was n«ar his 
aunt's house and he would go by to see him. PRICE then left 

him there and did not see him again. • . -

PRICE stated after his dental appointment he 
returned to his aunt's hots.*- In Irving and told her he was 
through with the dentist a. nd wa,s going borne tc Gladewater. 
However, he was not actually through as the dentist still had 
to pull his teeth and fit the plate, but he had a homosexual 
friend in Irving he intended to stay with and with whom he did 
stay on the night of November SO aad 21. On November 21 he 
did not go back to the dentist. On November 22, he had a 
10:30 A. 14. appointment with the dentist, but slept late and 
did not get there until about noon. At that time. Dr. SPIEGAL 
pulled six upper teeth and fitted the upper plate. On the way 
to the dentist that day, he passed near the parade route of 
President KENNEDY and his party while walking toward the 
Mercantile Bank Building, and he caught a brief glimpse of 
the President's car. He recognized Mrs. KENNEDY and saw two 
men in the car but did not recognize them. H? heard the news 
of the President being shot while he was in the dentist's 
office. 

After his dental appointment, h- drove back to 
Shrevep>ort , leaving Dallas at about 1:15 P.M. , and got back 
to Shreveport in about four and a half hours. He recalled 
that he remained in Shreveport only that night because he had 
gone to Selb >r's Department Store that afternoon and had gotten 
in an argument with a young man who c^wed him some money and 
had threatened the young man, and after he got home he feared > 
the young man might report him to the polios,. He left town 
on November 23, 1963, and went to visit a friend in Lees v ill© 
Louisiana. He returned to Dallas on November 25, 1963, for 
further dental treatment.

PRICE dffcrlM the ud he bad f lektd up in Irving, - - 
Texhs , on November 2C, be a white male, agr about 24, height 
about 6*, or more, lanky build, brown hair, eyoc possibly blue. 
He said the man had a wild look in bis eves. 

PRICE stated the fir he was driving at that tine, 
which he still ha* , wee a 1955 Chevrolet two door, station 
wagon, B**lAir, Nomad, two ton® green, bearing 1963 Louisiana 
commercial license 20-598, which was regisl* red to Steel 
Erector*', Shreveport, the former owners. Ke had never 
reregistered it. 

PRICE stated he had paid no attention to the name 
and address the man wrote on his book, and 11 was not until , , 

about December 20 or 21, 1963, that be b^err.** aware of who 

this was. At that time a friend, JDOTf NASH, k»w the name 
on the book and asked PRICE if he knew USE HARVEY OSWALD. 

PRICE said no, and NASH ask*-d how he got th* name on his book. 
Upon looking at it, he recalled the ran who had written it 
and then realized this was the man who hxd reportedly assassi- 
nated the President. The name written on the book was LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD, and it also bore the landlady’s name, address 
and telephone number in Irving, Texas, which he did not now 
recall. PRICE described the notebook as a rod covered spiral 
"Write Right" composition book, and stated the names and 
addresses this man had written were on the red cover. He used 
this book to record names of acquaintances and mileage covered 
in his automobile. 

PRICE stated he does not now have thin book. He 
said it was stolen on July 29, 1964, while he was staying in 
New Orleans. His car was broken into and some $1809 worth of 
belongings were stolen, including the notebook. He determined 
the person who broke into the car was one ROBERT SPENCER ROGERS 
a "hustler" who lived on Dumalne Street in the French Quarter, 
New Orleans. PRICE bad notified police of ths theft and had 
taken police to ROGERS' apartment and located some of his 
belongings. Ko determined that ROGERS had torn up a lot of 
his papers and dumped them in the trash, and that the trash 
had been picked up and burned. He said h* noticed; however, 
when he and the police went to ROGERS^' apartment, torn pieces ‘v 
of the notebook on the floor in the apartment, bit he never 
recovered any of the piece,?..

PRICE stated JIMMY NASH, the friend who had asked 
him about the name on the notebook, formerly lived on 
Iberville Street, New Orleans, with an uncle, JAMES (LNU), 
on the opposite side of the block from the A k G Cafe. His 
father, RICHARD A. NASH, Star Route, Provencal, Louisiana, 
is quite elderly, being in his 80's. NASH is in the National 
Guard, was stationed at Port. Polk, Louisiana, for six months, 
released on February 2, 1964; be understands he wts scheduled 
to spend two weeks training at Fbrt Polk beginning August 1, 
1964. 


PRICE stated the reason he nad not previously 
furnished this Information to police officials is that he 
has been constantly harassed by the local police in Shreve- 
port and he had decided this would Just cause further harass- 
ment. 


PRICE was informed that it may be necessary to 
conduct investigation to verify the information he had 
furnished, including contacting his aunt and uncle in Irving. 

He said he was reluctant to have this done, because he is 
estranged from bis uncle, although he is still on fairly good 
terms with his aunt. He said if necessary he would prefer 
his aunt bo contacted rather than his uncle. He also requested 
that his father, EMERSON VARNER PRICE, SR., who is an official 
with Cities Service Oil Company in Atlanta, Georgia, and who 
knows nothing of this, not be contacted. He also requested 
that his grandfather, W. C. EVANS, age 93, with whom he lives 
in Shreveport, not be contacted and stated his grandfather 
knows nothing of this. He refused to name the man with whom 
he stayed in Irving, Texas, on the nights of November 20 and 
21, 1963, stating he feared any disclosure of their relationship 
would ruin the man's reputation.

State of Texas for the best Interest and protection of GEORGE 
STEWART as a Mentally 111 Person.” This commitment ordered 
the commitment of GEORGE STEWART to a State Hospital for 
observation and treatment for a period not exceeding 90 days 
and was issued after a trial by jury in County Court, Comanche 
County, Comanche, Texas, the records reflecting certificates 
by two doctors Who also testified at the trial. 
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STEWART was admitted to the Wichita Falls State

appointed by the court to represent STEWART'S interests and 
the proceedings reflect the affidavit of two doctors re- 
flecting their diagnosis of STEWART as "schizophrenic reaction 
paranoid." The Judgment in the case reflects that STEWART was 
adjudged mentally ill and required hospitalization in a mental 
hospital for his own welfare and protection or the protection 
of others; that STEWART was mentally incompetent and it was 
ordered, adjudged and decreed that 'STEWART be and he is hereby 
committed for an indefinite period to Wichita Falls State 
Hospital.* 


The file further reflects that on many occasions 
during the past two years, STEWART has been granted a furlough 
for a day each time to allow his cousin, Mrs. GLADYS SHARP, 
1800 Kemp, Wichita Falls, Texas, to take him with her for a 
day's visit* The file reflects a handwritten letter 
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addressed to the "United States of America, Supreme Justice 
Department, Washington, D. C. ," Which vas apparently never 
mailed and was signed by GEORGE STEWART. In this letter 
STEWART tells of his royal blue blood of England and complains 
that he was picked up in Comanche and sent to the state hos- 
pital When there was nothing wrong with him. Be further com- 
plained about having to stay at the hospital and stating some 
people get more to eat than he does and wanting someone to 
take action to get him out of the hospital. 

The file further reflects that GEORGE STEWART was 
born December 7, 1900 , at Weogufka , Alabama, and grew up on a __ 
farm. His father *vas 'WILLIAM _ JACKSOuXsTEWART , a devout 
Methodist and Mason %4io died in 1920 at the age of 46,- Be vas 
a farmer. STEWART’S mother is SALLIE LOUISE^tEEC^STEWART, %4io 
was born in Alabama and now lives In Mobile, Alabama.

II is noted that, as set forth by earlier memoranda. Court reporters* * 
copies of testimony by Laboratory representatives before the President's Commission 
«*ere obtained and reviewed for accuracy and suggested corrections and changes . 
were furnished to the Commission in the form of corrections in the manuscript itself. 
In some instances these changes were required by inaccurate,reporting on the part 
of the Court reporter and in other instances they were considered desirable to V 
supply details and clarification for those reading the transcript and not having the 
benefit gf Jtlje atmosphere and conditions of the adtual testimony, such^as reference 
to specific exhibits used in illustrating the testimony. Where the attorney handling 
the examination was available, these changes were discussed directly with the ; 
attorney; in the majority of cases, however, the attorneys were not available and, 
therefore, the corrected manuscripts were left with Mr. Willens of the Commission 
in order that he might forward them to the appropriate attorney for concurrence 
in the proposed corrections. Mr. Eisenberg handled the bulk of the testimony for 
the Commission and we were advised that, in the event any of the suggested ' 
changes were questioned, we would be further advised. — . 



However, as set forth in Mr. Malley's memorandum of July 27, 1964, 
]j Mr. Willens subsequently advised that some of the changes were acceptable and 


({some were not, without specifying which were accepted and which were not. 

Accordingly, immediate efforts were undertaken to. determine which of the suggested 
j ] changes were disapproved. We have been successful to date in obtaining testimony 
* I transcripts of only two of the Laboratory witnesses and a review of these indicates . 
that uncorrectcd errors In reporting still existed in both transcripts. These 
uncorrected errors have again been called to the Commission's attention. >

The Commission took due cognizance of this in its evaluation of this matter, 
and the Commission states in its summation that it recognizes that neither expert was 
able to state the bullet which missed General Walker was fired from Oswald’s rifle. 

Relative to the firearms examinations of the four bullets removed from the body 
of Dallas Police Officer J. D. Tippit, and the four cartridge cases found near the 
scene of the murder of Tippit, the Commission notes that both the FBI experts and 
Nicol identified all four cartridge cases as having been fired in Oswald’s revolver, 
thus establishing Oswald’s revolver as the murder weapon.. In the case of the bullets 
the Commission notes that Nicol differed with the FBI experts on one of these bullets, . 
Nicol identifying one of these bullets as having been fired from Oswald's revolver. 

The findings of three top FBI examiners concerning the bullets were to the effect 
that, because of mutilation and the inconsistent nature of the individual markings - 
on the bullets there was not sufficient evidence remaining on which to base .a ^ 
definite determination,/ *1 1 .. : v.

Hamlll, her husband and associates are known "con 
artists.” Hamill apparently concocted a scheme wherebp 
she now claims to be the illegitimate daughter of Joseph P* 
Kennedy, Jr., who was killed in World War II. She has had 
some success in this masquerade in having a photograph of 
herself taken with the late Presidents family in Ireland. 
Hamill allegedly has stated that she knew the President 
was to be killed and had advised appropriate authorities 
and further that she had been shot at by an unidentified 
individual while riding on a train. She claims this was 
reported to the FBI. We have no such information in our * 
files and it appears she has made this statement to enhance 
her story of being connected with the Kennedys. As of 
this time no Federal violation exists.

In connection with the Lee Harvey Oswald investigation, the

With reference to the Investigation captioned "Assassination of 
Preeldent John Fitzgerald Kennedy, November 22, 1963# Dallas, Texas, 
Miscellaneous • Information Concerning," we received numerous complaints, 
remarks and throats trade by Individuals which Included their feelings 
concerning President Kennedy, the former Attorney General, other officials 
and the policy of the administration. Included were allegations that 
persons other than Lee Harvey Oswald were Involved in the assassination. 
Therefore, these miscellaneous typo reports wore furnished to the Depart- 
ment. Hie Jack L. Ruby investigation was conducted at the request of the 
President’s Commission and the Department based on a possible violation 
of Oswald* 8 civil rights. Reports have been disseminated to the 
Department as done in all civil rights cases. 

In view of Rank In* s letter It appears desirable that reports 
containing miscellaneous type Information relating to cur continuing 
Investigation of tno assassination as well as the xesults of our 
continuing investigation of Oswald be furnished to the Department. 

It Is proposed that in the future when miscellaneous type 
reports and reports entitled "Lee Harvey Oswald” are recoived they 
will be furnished to the Department following review.

KERBERT JULIUS FIEISCHMAN

We are in receipt of another letter dated 10-29-64, from George C. 
Thomson, a civil engineer from Glendale, California. Thomson has claimed . 
in the past to have "definite proof of the innocence" of Oswald. 

Thomson in a prior communication furnished the Director an eight- 
page, allegedly scientific, evaluation of the Warren Commissions report • * 
entitled "The Quest for Truth" which, according to Thomson, proves without i 
any question of a doubt that Oswald is innocent. Thomson was interviewed by ■» 
Bureau Agents on 10-7-64, and admitted his theories were based on published 
reports and his own feelings concerning the assassination. The Agent noted 
that during the interview Thomson appeared "wild-eyed," very nervous, was 
erf the opinion his analysis of the assassination was "momentous/* and gave 
the impression that he was right and the Commission wrong. . r

In Thomson's most recent letter to the Director, he refers to his 
prior contacts with the Bureau and reiterates his feelings concerning the 
"importance" of his findings, and while complimentary of the Director and 
the Bureau, he desires the Director to assure him that the information he has 
furnished is "not only correct" but that "its correctness" will be given to 
Oswald's mother and family. He concludes the letter with the statement, 

’The very foundations of liberty depend upon your decision." 

OBSERVATIONS: &£ » • 

We have no positive evidence at this time Thomson is suffering from 
0 a mental illness. There are indications he is not rational at times. He has 
^•■’.been interviewed and his information found useless. It is felt acknowledgement 
Vbf his present letter would merely stimulate further communications from him. 

* RECOMMENDATION: 


That Thomson's letter not be acknowledged and that no further action 
•be taken in this matter.

The information contained in the letterhead 
memorandum was orally disseminated to U. S. Secret Service, 

El Paso at 9:00 AM, on November 9, 1964, Two copies of 
this letterhead memorandum are being designated for the 
U. S. Secret Service, El Paso, and one copy is b**ing designated 
fori 12th INTO Group, Fort Bliss, Texas. 

No further action is being taken in this matter 
by the F.l Paso Office in view of the apparent nenlO 
instability of WILLIAM RAY POULINS.

Mr. HARDY HOLLERS, Attorney, Perry-Brooks Building, 
Austin, Texas, Chairman of Texans For Goldwater in Austin, 
Texas, made available to SA It. T. BURK of the San Antonio 
Office of the FBI, a letter addressed to him with postmark 
at Monahans, Texas, complete postmark date not legible 
but which was received by Mr. HOLLERS on October 21, 1964. 
This letter was from BILL DOBKINS, 307 South Doris Street, 
Monahans, Texas. The letter is undated and appears to be a 
copy and reads as follows:

"Dear Sir: 

"By questioning the following people you will 
learn the why of Lee Oswald’s act against what Attorney General 
Waggoner Cax*r so accur atly labels the ’ political philosophy 
of Texas .* 

1. Workers at the last two fishing camps before 
the Rio San Fernando cuts inland near Laguna 
Madrc, Tamaulipas, Mexico. 

2. A lay preacher who lives in Texas, but often 
works in Matamoros. (first name is Ted) 

3. A hostess named Virginia who works at a bar 
called ’Judy’s* - - - red light district - - - 
Matamoros, Mexico. 

This document contains nci'ther recommendations 
nor conclusions of the FBI. It is the property 
of the FBI and is loaned to your agency; it and 
its contents are not to be distributed outside 
your agency.

4. A waiter at this same bar, who lives in a small* ^ 
village south of Matamoros. 

5. Police station - - - Matamoros - - - local and ^ 
Federal as they both had knowledge that Lee 

was going to assassinate the President. 

6. A trucking concern located on the cast side 
of Matamoros. 

7. Scharbaner Hotel, Midland, - Texas - - - a well 
known Cuban exile who was in Midland on or 
about the last day of October, 1063. 

"What the Soviets did was to , set t Lee to go off 
with the release of a certain Deed of Trust fx'om The Federal 
Land Bank of Houston, Texas to a Moore & Gilmore oT MidlandV 
Texas. 

"This began in 1959. During October and November 
of 1963, at which time I learned that it would be Kennedy 
instead of Johnson that would be shot at, I tried in every 
way to stop Lee. On Nov. 12, the Pecos Police were warned 
to straighten out this business or suffer the consequences. 

That Lee was going to shoot the people most responsible, 
who were at this stage of the game - - - Kennedy and Gov. 
Connally.

5. One slip of paper bearing a penciled 

notation "Use these two pictures in the Laguna Hadre/Matamoros 
areas and you will learn that Lee was there." Attached to 
this slip of paper are two photographs which arc not identified 
in any way. 

6. A photograph of a group of U.S. Marines 

on the reverse side of which appears the penciled notation 
"WILLIAM R. DOBKINS, W9C737-USMC, Camp Pendleton, Calif., 

July, 195B," and on which a further notation appears "third 
from right-center row, arm band." 

7. Four newspaper clippings dating bach to 
1941 which apparently refer to a relative of DOBKINS and 
a law suit concerning land previously owned by members of 
his family which apparently have nc connection with anything 
pertaining to the assassination case. 

Mr. HOLLERS lihevise made available a second 
letter from DOBKINS addressed to the "Texans For Goldwatcr,

LANGDON, CONNALLY and JOHNSON caused the ranch to 
be taken from the DOBKINS family so that BILLIE SOL ESTES 
could raise cotton on the ranch. ESTES then in turn kicked 
back monies to the Democratic Party. 

DODKINS met LEE HARVEY OSWALD while he was in 
the Marine Corps stationed at Camp Pendleton, California. 

DOBKINS was in the Marine Corps from November, 1958, to 
August, 1959. - 

On one occasion while in the Marine Corps, DOBKINS 
was in a bar, possibly the Pullman Bar in Tijuana, Baja 
California, Mexico, at which time he was talking about the 
theft of the DOBKINS* family ranch. A Mexican in the bar 
whom ho described as name unknown, age 24, 5*7", weight 150 
pounds, dark complexion, came up to him and said he knew someone 
who could help him with his ranch.

He is a native of Carroll County and has lived in 
that vicinity all of his life. 

In i960 he did the electrical work on the residence 
of Mr. and Mrs. ARTHUR ROMAINS which was constructed on U. S. 
Highway a short distance south of Carrollton, Kentucky. 

He recalled that the brick work was done over a two 
months period by a group of five or six Negroes who were not 
from that area. They did a very poor Job or. the house and 
left without finishing the Job. He alio recalled that they did 
considerable drinking on the Job. He could not recall the 
names of any of them. 

When advised of the allegation made against him, he 
stated emphatically that he never made any such statement and 
that he had voted for President KENNED? and was ar. admirer of 
the late president. He could not recall having ever even 
discussed President KENNEDY with any of the bricklayers. 

Mr. EAVES readily admitted that in the late 1920's, 
he Joined the organization called the "Invisible Empire". 

However the Indiana persons who organized it subsequently left 
taking all of the money and the organization in that area folded 
up. He was of the opinion that he never mentioned this to any 
of the bricklayers. *

AT TUCSON, ARIZONA 

On November 25, 1964, cTvAN HAAFTEN,.. Manager of 
Tucson Radio Station KTUC made available for auditing* a 
partial tape of a recorded telephone conversation received 
at 3:50 a.m.. November 25, 1964, from an unknown caller on 
the " Jack Foster Openlitse Program”. (This program con- 
sists of interviews with telephone callers which is broad- 
cast out on the radio facilities to the listeners of the 
program.) 

In the pertinent portion of the recorded tape, 
the unknown caller refers to radio station KWKH at Shreve- 
port, Louisiana, which allegedly also had a party-line 
radio program which was on the air approximately from 7:20 
to 8:20 p.m. daily. The caller indicated that the radio 
frequency was 1030. 

IXiring a ten minute conversation with a caller 
receive* at radio station KWlCfl, a month before the assassi- 
nation of President JOHN F. KENNEDY, November, 1963, the 
unknown caller told the radio announcer point blank that 
”If President KENNEDY cui»cs to Texas, we'll murder him, 
we'll get him, if he comes to Texas”. 

The Tucson unknown caller alleged that the tele- 
phone call to radio station RTTKII was from a town in Texas 
which was mentioned in tho program and further that the 
caller of radio station KttKH had furnished his name and 
address. 

The Tucson unkuovn caller if radio station KTUC 
claimed that ho had went over to Shreveport, Louisiana, to 
check this story and then later in the conversation indi- - 
cated that he had telephoned over there three or four days 
previously, and that lie had ascertained that neither the 
Secret Service nor tho FBI had checked the program. The

Tucson unknown caller indicated that be had considered it 
as some idiot and had ignored the incident, but was forced 
to state that the incident had happened and that it had v 
happened one month before the assassination of President 
KENNEDY. The ‘unknown caller invited Tucson radio station 
KTUC to telephone over to Shreveport, Louisiana, and to 
check the foregoing with radio station KWKH at Shreveport. 
The Tucson unknown caller declined to give his name and 
address, but indicated that he might possibly do so at * 
later date if anything should come 'of the foregoing. 



Radio station KTJC manager VAN RAAPrEN advised 
that neither he nor the program operator had any idea as 
to who the Tucson unknown caller might be, but noted that 
the quoted radio frequency, of KWKH in Shreveport was quoted 
very close to the correct radio frequency of 1130. The 
unknown caller had stated that the frequency of the 
Louisiana radio station was 1030.

Richard Hussey had arrested one Harold Dee Riley on a , 

charge of drunk and disturbing the peace. He stated 

Riley is a white male, age 34, 5*6 M , 152 pounds, blue 

eyes, brown hair and has a permanent address of 119 Llstie 

Street, Irving, Texas. Clemments stated that on November 16, 

1964, Riley posted a cash bond of $37.50 and was not expected 
to return for trial. He Informed that Riley is a cement 
finisher, working for an unidentified Texas firm at the NASA 
Test Site, Hancock County, Mississippi, near Picayune. Riley 
alleged that he temporarily resided at an unidentified motel I 

in Bay St. Louis, Mississippi. 

On November 16, 1964, Riley mentioned to Deputy 
Clemments, at the time of his release when he was sober and 
seemingly intelligent, the fact that he was an eye witness to 
the assassination of President Kennedy. Clemments said that 
Riley spoke of having worked on a building under construction 
near the building from which President Kennedy was allegedly 
shot by Lee Harvey Oswald. Riley told Deputy Clemments that i 

be had been working on this building when the President’s 
motorcade appeared and ho stopped working and watched the 
procession. Riley claimed to the deputies that be heard rifle 
shots and actually saw an individual standing in a window with 
a rifle protruding from the window aimed In the direction of 
the President. 

Riley also commented that he was personally good 
with a rifle and could not understand how it was possible that 
as many shots were fired as were supposed to have been fired.

Dr. IEONARD noted Dr. CALVERT, whose whereabouts 
is presently unknown, was a dentist in Davenport, Iowa, who 
catered to children. He had his offices fixed up with murals 
especially attractive to children* Dr. CALVERT was considered 
by Dr. LEONARD as "far out? and a person who "went for bizarre • 
things such as having a cannon in his front yard." Dr. CALVERT 
wa 3 a World War II veteran, was a "good shot," had guns 
including rifles, and had a bad reputation in Davenport, Dr* 
LEONARD personally felt Dr. CALVERT was the type who would do 
anything, even kill someone, if there was money in it. 

Dr. CALVERT reportedly went to Texas, believed to be 
the Dallas, Texas, area, after deserting his wife and children 
about a year ago. The only organization to which Dr. CALVERT 
belonged so far as known to Dr. LEONARD was the Dental 
Society, and Dr. CALVERT seemingly had no particular interest v 
in that organization. Dr. CALVERT was not known to belong to - 
any organizations or groups inimical to the beat interests 
of the United States or American form of government.

Oswald’s arrest the same pat- 
tern repeals itself. After hit 
arrest Oswald, we are told* was 
warned by Captain Fritz. chief 
of the homicide bureau of the 
Dallas police, that he was not 
compelled to make any state-* 
ment, but that any statement 
which he made could be used 
in evidence against him. After 
that, Oswald was interrogated, 
altogether for twelve hours, by 
the F.B.l. and police, mainly by 
Captain KriU. And yet wc are 
told, Fritz " kept no notes and 
there were no stenographic or 
tape recordings." This, 1 do 
not hesitate • to say, cannot 
possibly be true. How could 
any statement made by Oswald 
ho used against him If his 
statements were unrecorded? 

Even in the most trivial cases 
such a record is automatically 
made — and thi$ case was the 
assassination of the President of 
the United Stales. If no record 
w*as available to the Commis- 
sion, there can l>e Qnly one ex- 
planation. The record was 
destroyed by the F.B.l. or the 
police, and the Commission, w ith 
culpable imlitlercnce, has not 
troubled to ask why. In the 
introduction to its report the 
Commission expresses special 
gratitude to the Dallas police 
for its readiness to answer all 
questions. The reader can only 
marvel at the Commission's 
readiness to accept every answer 
— provided that it came from 
that source.

Unfortunately it 
could not do so: the purely 
medical evidence was no longer 
available. The chief pathologist 
concerned. Dr Humes, signed an 
affidavit that he had burned all 
bis original notes and had kept 
no copy. 

Only the official autopsy, com- 
piled (as is dearly slated) with 
the aid of police evidence, sur- 
vives — and the Commission, 
once again, has accepted this 
evidence without asking why, or 
on whose authority, the original 
notes were destroyed. Police evi- 
dence withheld, police evidence 
destroyed, medical evidence 
destroyed, and no questions 
asked. This is an odd record in 
so important a case, but it is 
not the end.

.Jibe composition and pro#

* highly unsatisfactory, ils report 
could stilt be credible prmidt^ 
that llu* Commission shm\«T| 
itself capable of independent 
judgment. All the instatuvs i- 
have given show clearly that it 
had no Mich independent judg*! 
ment. Committed by its own* 
choii-c to .receive most o f it* 
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evidence from oolite or K.H.L 
sources. it never subjected this 
evidence to proper lo^al or in- 
tellectual tots. Never looked 
beyond that evidence, never 
pressed (or clear meaning or 
clear answers. The claim of the 
Commissioners that they " critic* 
ally reassessed * the police 
**v.dcnce is mer« rhetoric. Their 
v._\l and slovenly report has no 
more authority than the ten- 
dentious and defective polite 
reports out of which it Is com- 
piled. And of the value of 
those reports no more need be 
said Ilian that even the Warren 
Report can only acquit the 
Pallas police of worse charges 
by admitting its culpable ineffici- 
ency. 

Where then docs the Warren 
Report leave the problem of 
President Kennedy's assar.si na- 
tion? My own belief is that the 
problem remains a mystery. 
Nothing in the Warren Export 
can be taken on trust. There 
is no evidence that Oswald took 
the gun into the book deposi- 
tory, nor that he fired iL He 
may have done so, hut it is still 
to be proved- The evidence 
laboriously presented by the 
F.BI. and the Dallas police 
against Oswald is no stronger 
than the evidence incidentally 
admitted against themselves by 
their suppression and dost ruc- 
tion of vdal testimony. The 
best that can be said of the 
Warren Commission is that it 
has given publicity to the pro- 
secutors case. The case for the 
defence has not been heard— 
and until it is heard, no valid 
Judgment can be given. 

More significant is the 
question, why has the report 
been so uncritically hailed by 
the Pros of America and c\cn of 
Britain? I find this a disturbing 
(act: it suggests a failure of the 
en:.'\I spirit in journalism. In 
par* t\\i> is explicable by mere 
teci; tn ;.I necessity. A work like 
th.- V’arren Report (or the 
lie* *:;is Keport) apt»ears to be 
w # . documented. It is issued 
t.i i r rrsjHvtahlc public names.

•ROPER'S article on the War- 
* rcn Report is described in its 
headlines as M astonishing" 
It certainly astonished me. 1 
write this article not in order 
to pick a quarrel with a col- 
league for whose intellect and 
ability I have the greatest 
admiration, and with whom I 
am (and hope to remain) on 
the friendliest terms, but 
because I think that he has 
done to the Report and to its 
authors an injustice that 
should be exposed without 
delay. 

When 1 read Professor 
Trevor-Roper’s article I had 

{ 'ust finished reading the 
teport itself. His account of 
• it seems to me a travesty, so 
marred by bias and blotted 
with inaccuracies that it is 
hard to believe that it was 
written by so honest and 
intelligent a man as he. It 
is deplorable that such a 
document should carry the 
authority of the Professor’s 
name; most of his readers 
probably will not set eyes on 
the Report and will base their 
opinion entirely upon what 
he says of it; while many who 
have read neither the Report 
nor his article w ill be infected 
by the atmosphere that it 
creates, and conclude * There 
must be something fishy 
somewhere, if Professor 
Trevor-Roper says so. H 

Nothing is easier to create 
than an atmosphere of sus- 
picion, nothing — so long as 
the crackpots and the credu- 
lous continue to abound— 
more difficult to dispel. 

1 think the Report provides 
overwhelming evidence for 
the acceptance of its conclu- 
sions, that it deals fully and 
fairly w ilh a complex and con- 
fusing story, and that it 
shows wn tvas and no 
desire to shirk uncomfortable 
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questions. If in the course of 
more than 800 pages i based 
on twenty-six volumes pf evi- 
dence) some imperfections 
were to be found, thatlwould 
not be surprising, and even If 
the points that the Professor 
seeks to make were well 
founded, I see no reason lo 
adopt his sinister suggestions 
in order to account for them. 

The Warren Report is not 
only an historic official docu- 
ment; it contains a vivid 
record, ail the more moving 
for its tone of colourless 
restraint, of a drama and a 
tragedy; it tells a story of 
detection as enthralling as any 
thriller.in fiction; and it gives 
a fascinating scries of pictures 
of American life, including 
life-sketches of the protagon- 
ists — t he mixed-up rebel 
Oswald and the flamboyant 
night-club proprietor Ruby— 
that take a permanent place In 
t h e gallery of American 

f isychological typos. I hope 
hat the Report will be 
widely read, and if those who 
read it judge between Pro- 
fessor Trevor-Roper and its 
authors his structure of 
sinister and shadowy sus- 
picion will collapse like a 
pricked balloon. 
Professo^TrcTOr-Roper has 
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not a good w ^r d to jay for the 
Report. He attacks not only 
the efficiency of the Com- 
mission (" their vast and 
slovenly Report”) but their 
6oua piles: their Report 
“suspect**; they have put up 
” smokescreen they were 
# “ reluctant * to press the 
cross-examination of essential 
witnesses. He hints that all 
this was due to antecedent 
bias; the composition of the 
Commission was “highly un- 
satisfactory” (no grounds 
stated, no individuals named) 
and It was * ” incapable of 
independent judgment” 

• According to the Professor, 
the bias of the Commission 
showed itself in its ” choice " 
(his word) of evidence: it 
chose to receive ** most of Its 
evidence from police or F.B.L 
sources ” — as if circumstances 
bad not determined that the 
bulk of its evidence must be 
based upon the reports of 
police investigators. The most 
astonishing charge of all is 
that it “ never looked beyond 
that evidence” i.e., the evi- 
dence of the police and F.B.L; 
that is the Professor’s way of 
staling that out of the 550 wit- 
nesses from whom the Com- 
mission received testimony, 
more than 400 bad no connec- 
tion with the police or the 
I F.B.L and that only one in 
three of the 94 witnesses who 
actually appeared before It 
were members of those 
bodies. At point after point 
In their Report the Commis- 
sion support their findings 
by the evidence of these 
independent witnesses: how 
then can the Professor ray 
that they ” never looked 
beyond ” the F.B l. and the 
police? From this instance, 
which can be checked, one 
may gauge the reliability of 
• the Prof c s uor’i) -unsupported 
; aspersions. ^ 


Apart f e s rr , - tuf h general 
denigrations of the Report the 
Professor's article consists of 
criticisms of a few specific 
points, shot through with 
repeated shafts of sinister 
innuendo. His innuendoes 
are never defined or clarified; 
he does not accept the find- 
ings of the Commission, but 
he does not advance any 
theory of his own or attempt 
to evaluate alternative possi- 
bilities, so it is impossible 
to meet them. I can only say 
that be seems (and this is 
confirmed by his endorsement 
of Mr Mark Lane’s criticisms, 
which he finds •'generally 
conclusive”) to hint at a con- 
spiracy, to which the Dallas 
police were privy, to use 
Oswald as a stooge and then 
eliminate him by means of 
Ruby. The Professor’s 
innuendoes would seem to 
implicate also the F B I. and 
the staff of the Bethesda 
Naval Hospital, and he more 
than once writes as if the 
Commissioners themselves 
lent willing aid to cover up 
any trace of a conspiracy. 
The possibilities of conspiracy 
are in fact futly Investigated 
in the Report, and its nega- 
tive finding seems to me con- 
clusive 

However, one cannot argue 
against vague innuendoes, 
and I turn to Hhe specific 
points. The Professor is ready 
to let the Report ” stand or 
fall on its handling of the 
evidence ” and It is only fair 
to judge hilr viucl e by the 
same test 
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*• 1 as a bisiatiaa ” says ' 
Professor Trevor-Roper, ” pro-; > 
fer evidence”: but It Is not' 
enough to prefer evidence;, 
a historian should be able to 
recognise it when he sees It, :* 


to interpret it correctly, to 
present it fairly, and to 
evaluate It sensibly. 


The Professor does not 
satisfy these tests. He 

repeatedly says that there 
is “ no evidence ” that some- 1 
thing occurred when he^ V 
means that there Is no proof 
of Us occurrence. Further, he 
treats circumstantial evidence 
as if it were no evidence at 
all, saying that there is a no 
evidence of an event when, 
though there is no direct evi- J 
dence of it. there is circum- 
stantial evidence that most 
readers would regard as over^ 
whelming. For instance, he 
says: “ There is no evidence 
that Oswald took the gun into* 
the Book Depository, nor 
that he fired it v The Report 
sets out a mass of circum- 
stantial evidence that points 
to Oswald's having taken 
the gun to the Depository; •* 
there is evidence that the gun 
was his; that he kept it in his 
garage; that on the morning 
of the murder he carried 
from his house to the Deposi- 
tory a large brown paper oag; 
that such a bag. apparently 
made up in order to contain 
the gun. was found In the 
Depository close to the tnm 
immediately after the murder 
was committed Oswald was 
questioned on the way to the 
Depository’ about this parcel, 
and gave an explanation 
(about “curtain rods") that 
was to all appearances 
fictitious The Professor not 
only makes no reference to 
all this evidence, but flatly 
denies that-aa y s uch evidence 
exists. . .... _ ■ 
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When he f ays ihq t there Is 
no evidence that Oswald fired 
the gun, the Professor Is 
denying not only a mass of 
circumstantial evidence but 
the direct evidence of a by* 
slander who saw a man firing 
and described him in fairly 
precise terms that fitted 
Oswald. Opinions may differ 
about the strength of this evi- 
dence, but not surely about 
its existence. Those who have 
not read the Report will pre- 
sumably accept it from Pro- 
fessor T revor-Roper that there 
really is no evidence that 
Oswald fired the gun or took 
it to the building. 

The Professor docs not 
present evidence fairly. For 
instance, he makes great play 
with the fact that the Report 
says that the description of 
Oswald radioed by the police 
within a few minutes of the 
murder was " inosf probably " 
based on particulars given by 
a bystander called Brennan. 
On the uncertainty inherent 
in the words 44 most pro- 
bably ,f (which shows, he sug-* 
gesls, that the police did not 
wish to commit themselves 
to saying that they bad used 
Brennan s statement and that 
the Commission helped them 
to cover up with this f# com- 
fortable phrase"), the Pro- 
fessor erects an immense 
structure of damaging in- 
nuendo. If he had turned to 
Page 5 of the Report be 
would have seen it clearly 
stated that the police message 
was 44 based primarily on 
Brcnnanjs observations/* 

Of courscT Thc * Professor 
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did not deliberately suppress 
this passage/'w-ftrT&l to his 
argument: but one cannot say 
that he presents the evidence 
fairly by omitting .it. (Ho 
bases another argument on 
the supposition that Bren- 
nans statement was indeed, 
the origin of the radioed 
message; this depends, ulti- 
mately, on his own use of the 
•* comfortable " word " later 
with reference to the search- 
ing of the Depository, and • 
precise examination of the 
timings exposes Its weak- 
ness). 

Again, take the question of 
the medical opinion about the 
President’s wounds; here 
once more the Professor’s 
seeming eagerness to make a 
case against the authorities 
leads him positively to mis- 
state the evidence. 

Immediately after the 
assassination, a rumour got 
about that at least one of the 
shots that hit the President 
came from the front (and 
therefore not from the 
Depository)* H that was so. 
Oswald must have had an 
accomplice. The Commission 
gives conclusive reasons for 
rejecting this rumour in an 
Appendix devoted to 44 Specu- 
lations and Rumors," and no 1 
one, I think, now believes 
It . In support of the 
rumour, it was said that, 
according to the doctors, 
the 44 entrance " of one at 
least of the Presidents 
wounds was in the front of 
his head or neck, its "exit” 
In the* rear. The Professor 
raises this question of the 
" cnfrancc wound," not 
(apparently) in order to 
revive the " accomplice " 
theory, but in order to dis- 
credit the doctors and the 
police. "On medical evidence 
alone ” he says, " the doctor 
uho examined fhe President 
concluded that he had been 
shot from the front" When 
it was realised that a frontal 
44 entrance " wound was 
Inconsistent with his having 
been shot from the 
Depository, "the police con- 
cluded that the shots must 
"have conic from behind, and 
fhe doctor ires persuaded ip 
odjuJE his report to this 
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“The doctor who examined 
the Presiden t - " is / -figment of 
the Professor’s, as is his 
reference to a “conclusion” 
resulting from such an ex* 
amination. Half a dozen 
doctors at the Parkland 
Hospital strove for half an 
hour to keep the President 
alive; none of them had time 
or occasion to examine him 
or _ analyse the cause or 
nature of his wounds: 
none of them "concluded 
that he had been shot from 
the front all their reports 
(written on the day of the 
murder) are reproduced in 
the Commission’s report; 
none of them contains anv 
reference to a wound of 
entrance or of exit, and none 
of them shows any trace of 
having been altered or 
adjusted. 

The rumour about a “ fron- 
tal entrance" arose from a 
Press conference held in the 
hospital on the afternoon of 
the murder (n conditions 
described as “Bedlam” at 
which one of the doctors. Dr 
Perry, mentioned that as 
being one among the hypo- 
thetical possibilities that 
might account for the Presi- 
dent’s wounds. 

Later, taking Into account 
the evidence of the post- 
mortem, when the President’s 
body was examined for the 
first time, Dr Perry agreed 
with the conclusion that the 
frontal wound must have been 
a wound of exit 
That is the sequence of 
events that Professor Trevor- 
Roper summarises bv sayine 
that “ the doctor who 
admitted the President con- 
cluded tha Uh a.- had been 
shot from the front," and 
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that ** the doctor was pcrsun * 
ded to medical

* R nesses* In other words, the 
police destroyed the real evi- 
dence and substituted their own 
fabrication. The replica may 
well have been a true replica, 
but we have to rely on a mere 
assertion by the police Finally, 
to complete this record oc 
suppression and destruction, 
there is the destruction of the 
most important living witness, 
Oswald himself. 

The innuendo is, of course, 
.that Ihe police destroyed the 
original bag because its shape 
ana size did not fit their 
theory, and •* fabricated ** a 
replica that suited them 
better. This is made to lead 
up to the more serious 
Innuendo that they •'des- 
troyed” the most important 
witness, Oswald himself. 

Now, it is scarcely credible, 
but it is the fact, that the Pro- 
fessor’s statement that the 
police destroyed the original 
bag is simply untrue; it is, to 
use his language, a •‘fabrica- 
tion " of his own. In fact, the 
police, so far from destroying 
the original bag, handed it in, 
together with the replica, to 
the Commission as an exhibit, 
and a photograph of the bag, 
correctly captioned and show- 
ing its measurements, is re- 
produced on Page 132 of the 
Report, a nj referr ed to in the 
text 5 


* Of coursejtls^^sreprcscn* 
tation on tKe Professor’s part 
was not deliberate, he just 
misread the evidence, or 
misinterpreted It being ob- 
sessed with what he calls a 
- pattern " of ~ suppression ** 
and •‘destruction’ of evi- « 
dence by the police, a pattern 
that exists not in the facts 
but in nis own mind. 

I wish that space allowed 
me to go at length into each 
of the three or four remain- 
ing charges of M mishandling 
evidence^’ on which he bases 
his criticism of the Report I 
can only deal briefly with the 
two other alleged instances of 
destruction oi evidence. 

The first Is admitted, but ft 
was not the work of the 
police. After the report on 
the post mortem on the Presi- 
dent’s body had been signed 
by the three naval surgeons 
w ho conducted it one of them 
destroyed the notes from 
which it was compiled, treat- 
ing them, no doubt, as super- 
seded by the full Report. I 
see nothing sinister in this; 
even the Professor docs not 
suggest that it was done by or 
at the instigation of the F.B.I. 
or the Dallas police (the post 
mortem took place in a naval 
hospital in Maryland within 
two hours of the arrival of the 
body); and his suggestion that 
the autopsy itself was ** dis- 
torted by police evidence** Is 
entirely gratuitous. 

The other charge concerns 
the interrogation of Oswald. 
This was conducted, as the 
police have admitted, ** Just 

ainst all principles of good 
interrogation practice. 1 It

took place In a tiny room, 
most of the time in the 
presence of seven or eight 
persons, with a milling crowd 
of journalists in the passage

This is a question of the 
evaluation, not the inlcrpre* T : . 
lation or presentation, of evl* 
dence; one hypothesis must * 
be weighed against the other.

jsMR SPARROW contest! my 
kritidsm of the WarriJi 
uteport on two main grounds, 
lie accuses me generally of 
Seeking to undermine Otb 
Report by Innuendo without 
offering any positive theory 
of my own, and he challenger 
my particular evidence. I cer- 
tainly did not wish to gain 
any ends by innuendo, and if 
I did not advance a rival 
theory, It was because I have 
nothing so positive to 
advance. Lack of confidence 
In one set of conclusions doei 
not require positive support 
for another. But before 
coming to the detail, perhaps 
it Is best to recapitulate, very 
briefly, what I said and what 
I did not say. 

P did not propose, or mean 
to suggest, a vast conspiracy 
I explicitly stated that I df- 
trtst conspiratorial solutlora. 
I did not slate that the cch* 
elusions of the Warren Report 
were necessarily wrong: I ex- 
plicitly staled that, though 
unproved, they could be right 
I did not doubt the bo»n /ides 
of the Commission. What I 
said was that its composition 
was •’highly unsatisfactory/* 
Bv this 1 did not, of course, 
mean to ascribe ” antecedent 
bias”: I meant that its mem* 
errs were nearly all bully 
pliticians. One of them wts 
*} busy that he attended onlv 
two out of JU forty-foar 
sessions. 


I also said that Its methods 


Oswald, •’prosecution wit- 
nesses **■ — i witnesses found 
bv the police; and that it had 
shown insufficient independ- 
ence of the prosecuting 
agencies — i e., It had accepted 
with too little question their 
material and their interpreta- 
tion. Us conclusions are 
therefore, basically a prose- 
cutor’s case. Such a case Is 
often found to be true; but 
Hs truth would be more 
readily accepted if witnesses 
had been cross-examined.

For according to She 
official record. Mr Craig o|ly 
attended Ihree of the ffoyy- 
four sessions of the Commis- 
sion. and none of the separate 
hearings, and only opened his 
mouth — not on behalf of 
Oswald — at one of those 
three. It Is precisely such 
di^rrenancies between the 
pi Mixhcd Renort and the 
testimony behind It which 
sl ake my confidence in Its 
conclusions and make me 


wih that Its procedure had 
bi| n different 
K’ow to take Mr Sparrowi 
particular points. I said thaj 
there was ” no evidence that 
Oswald took the gun into the 
Book Depositor)’, nor that he 
fired it. Mr Sparrow con- 
tests this But what in fact 
is the evidence? Only two 
witnesses saw Oswald enter 
the building Both of them 
testified that he carried a 
parcel, but both equally testi- 
fied that the parcel was such 
that it simply could not have 
contained the gun. even dis- 
mantled. The Commission 
accepts their evidence that he 
carried the parcel, but rejects 
thdir detailed and insistent 
dc* ription of the parcel. As 
MrlSparrow puts it, both wit- 
nesses 44 misestimated Its 



length." This begs the ques- 
lion. Anyway, they did not 
merely estimate: they |ie* 
cribed, circumstantially. ks- 
dicitJy, exclusively.

Nobody identified Oswald 
as having fired the gun. 
Admittedly one man. Howard 
L. Brennan, described the 
marksman in terms suffi- 
ciently precise to be, in the 
Commission's words, ' most 
probably " the basis of the 
search for Oswald. But it is 
interesting that whereas, in , 
other connections, several ■ 
persons identified Oswald 
(whom they had |cnerally 
seen on television) in police 
line-ups (which he com- 
plained were unfairly 
arranged, and which were 
admitted by the police to be 
"unusual" in form), the one 
man who could not identify 
him was this same Mr Bren- 
nan whose description had 
been so precise. (The report, 
on page 250, says that he Aid 
identify him. but this, las 
Brennan's testimony shows! is 
inaccurate.)

Mr Sparrow next takes me 
up on the Commission's 
phrase " most probably 
words which, in the circum- 
stances. seemed to me un- 
pardonably vague and caused 
me to describe the Report as 
"slovenly."

By the time Dr Hume® 
conducted his autopsy, the 
throat wound had been dis- 
torted by the tracheotomy at 
Pirkland He was thusyinable 
tol.xce its original form. He 
aho had the advantagepf the 
police evidence • ThA hit 
autopsy w as " distorted " by 
this evidence is :*hown by 
the document itself (Exhibit 
397). It is not a purely medi- 
cal dorument. It brgins with 
a narrative of the assassina- 
tion from the Book Deposi- 
tory, as reported by the 
police and then describes the 
wounds in relation to it. 

On one point I must eat 
humblc-pie. In respect of the 
paper bag I regret that I made 
an error. I neglected the 
cardinal rule, "Always check 
your references, *’ and must 
pay the price. I withdraw the 
statement completely, and 
yield to Mr Sparrow the dis-

Finally there is the 
astonishing fact that, after .

Why did the experienced 1 
police-officer who found it — a l 
graduate in engineering who * 
admitted that he was familiar 
with rifles, having been “to 
the sporting goods business ** 

— report, not casually but in 
writing, both to his superiors 
and to the F.B.I., that it was 
a Mauser 7.65 when a dif- 
ferent make and calibre were 
clearly inscribed on it ? 

J \ll "these problems may be 
uble. But the Commission! 
ter pressed these weak 1 
ks. It was content with 1 
gtneral, even evasive,} 
answers which slid over their 
weakness. 
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Above all, there Is the 
problem of motive. Why 
srfould a Marxist, who ex- 
pjessed admiration for Ken« 
ru dv. have laid so deep a plot 
tet kill him? Unable to find 
a rational explanation, the 
Commission has accepted a 
psychological explanation But 
it has only created a psycho- 
logical mystery. If Oswald 
were an idealist or an exhibi- 
tionist, we would have ex- 
pected him, on arrest, to have 
boasted of his act of justice, 
claimed his full publicity. In 
fact, he obstinately denied the 
fact Such denial might be 
natural in a hired assassin 
. w ho reckoned on protection^ 
It {is difficult to understand 
In k “loner/* 

If there are weaknesses 
wimin the testimony used, 
there are also problems about 
testimony that was unused or 
unpursued. Some known wit- 
nesses were not heard by the 
Commission, or at least, if 
heard, were heard in spite of, 
not through, the police. Such 
w as ‘Warren Reynolds, « wit- 
ness of the Tippit affair, who 
was mysteriously shot in the 
head two days after being 
interviewed by the police. He 
survived and gave evidence, 
but it was General Walker, 
nok the police, who got him 
to do so: the police sought to 
discount his evidence in 
advance. 

Two other possible writ* 
nesses, one know n to Oswald, 
the other to Ruby, died vio- 
lently before being able to 
testify Some evidence given 
to the police, on the day of 
the assassination, was not

Fol that reason I have beep 
careful to cite none of it Bijt 
it r ecd not have been ignore!. 
Thf pursuit of hearsay some- 
times leads to the discovery 
of evidence. And even the 
evidence that did eomc before 
the Commission was not fully 
digested by it. How could it 
be? Wc only have to look at 
the dates. The Commission 
began Its work in February. 
On Sept ember 15 it was still 
taking evidence. And yet the 
final Report was handed to 
the President on Septem- 
ber 24 and was on the ooAk- 
stalls, printed and bound, two 
days later. Clearly iU man 
conclusions had been reachfe 
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composed, before the last w'ijj* *. 

nesses had been heard. I 
Nevertheless, from thal 

mass of fascinating detail, and 

perhaps from other evidence, 
conclusions will one day be 
drawn. Whether those conclu- 
sions will be the same as those 
of the Commission is, In my I 
oninioh, an open question.

esX.blished, certain spccidc 
questions have been left uh- 
anlwcred. Not knowing hoU 
far we can trust the police 
evidence, w e do not know* how 
fully wc have been informed. 
The solid pieces of evidence, 
which have been arranged in 
one pattern, may easily, if 
that is defective, have to be 
rearranged in another. Mean- 
while. precise conclusions are 
necessarily uncertain. We do 
not know precisely how the 
President* was shot. Wc do 
not know whether Oswald had 
accomplices. Wc do not knotf 
the real motives, or connec- 
tions, of Ruby. And thesi 
alter all, are the essentii 
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-Long controversies, esped- 
when inevitable compres- 
|on renders argument djfTicult 
follow, arc tedious and 
ukcdifying. I prolong this one 
mainly •'for the record * and 
because I think that its subject 
is of the first Importance and 
that misleading criticism of the 
Warren Report should not be left 
unanswered, even if lack of space 
prevents its being answered 
fully. 

Professor Trevor-Roper has 
withdrawn quietly from his 
mam positions, lie now imputes 
no bias to the Commission and 
disclaims any suggestion of ~a 
vast conspiracy **; and he can 
no longer maintain either lus 
allegation that fhc Commis- 
sioners “never looked beyond * 
police and F.B.I. testimony or 
his conclusion that the evidence 
against Oswald is “ no stranger * 
than that against the F.ILL and 
Dallas police. This last con- 
clusion must collapse together 
with the refuted allegations of 
- suppression and destruction * 
on which he based ft. His 
assumption that the police must 
have taken, and therefore must 
have suppressed, verbatim notes 
of Oswald's interrogation turns 
out to be a myth, like the alleged 
destruction by the police of the 
••vital testimony - of a hag; so 
does the “destruction - by Dr 
Hiuncs of “ all his rough notes 
tlid notes, like the bag, were In 
fa cv preserved and put In evi- 
dence. 

Concerning his treatment of 
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He suggests two * unysteri 

(1) the - mystery" of Oswald** 
marksmanship; (2) the 
“mystery - of the rifle. “They 
may,- he says, “be soluble.* 
He could have solved them him- 
self by referring to the evidence. 

(1) He argues that Oswald, 
firing so rapidly, could not have 
hit his target three times. He 
should know that only t*co of 
Oswald's shots hit the President 
lie haves this - impossibility " 
on the opinion (unsworn) of * a 
retired ordnance Inan* (un- 
identified); he does not mention 
the sworn contrary evidence. 

(2) He asks how Writman, 
who found the rifle, could have 
mistaken it for a Hauser, when 
a different make was -dearly 
fnsenbed - upon it. In feet, the 
make iros nor inscribed on «f ef 
oil. In any case Weitzman never 
examined or even touched the 
rifle; nor did he, as alleged, 
-report in writing - that it was 
a Mauser; he simply said that he 
thought it was one. because *in 
a glance, that's what it looked 
like- (as, indeed, it did: 
Report, p. $45). Again, U»e 
- mystery * is a myth. I 

The same pattern > of In- 
accuracy and (unintended) 
misrepresentation recura in 
Professor Trevor-Roper's com* 
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evidence. Professor Trevor- 
Roper says he has had to -eat 
humble pie.“ I am afraid I havt 
to offer him a second hclptfig: 
his further article Is as fu! j of 
inaccuracies as his first. 
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menu on (1) the autopsy 
report, (2) Brennan's Identifica- 
tion of Oswald, and (3) the 
evidence about Oswald’s taking 
the bag to the Depositor/. 

(1) The autopsy, he says, was 
•distorted by police evidence," 
and the autopsy report - clearly 
stated " that police evidence was 
used In its compilation. There 
is in fact no such statement in 
the report; the few prefatory 
sentences describing the assas- 
sination are stated to have been 
based on newspaper (not police) 
reports which cannot have been 
seen until after the autopsy (the 
rough notes of 'which are avail* 
ahle) was completed. 

(2) (a) Brennan, according 

to Professor Trevor-Roper 
"could not identify * Oswald at 
the line-up; he further denies 
that Brennan ever made a posi- 
tive identification, thus flatly 
contradicting the Report. In fact . 
Brennan did posilitc/y identify 
Osirafd before (he Commission 
ct the man he sou* fire the shots 
(p. 145); he swore that he recog- 
nised him at the line-up and ' 
could have identified him then 
to the police but was afraid to 
do so, for reasons which be 
stated. » 

(b) He complains about the 
"vagueness" of the Report** 
statement that Brennan's des- 
ertion of Oswald was "most 
prthably" or "primarily" the 
basis of the police's broadcast 
im^sage about the suspect. (His 
Innuendo is that they really 
used another description already 
In their possession.) The evi- 


dence makes It clear that 
Brennan's description teas the 
ultimate source of the broadcast 
message; but it was doubtful 
through how many inter* 
mediarics it reached the broad- 
caster. and this made the 
Commission, rightly, cautious in 
their phrasing. 

(3) He still insists that there 
la "no evidence that Oswald 
took the gun into the Book 
Depository”; "two witnesses," 
be says, "saw Oswald enter the 
building. Both of them testified 
that he carried a parcel, but 
both equally testified that the 
parcel was such that it simply 
could not have contained the 
gun." In fact only one witness 
saw biin enter the building. 
True, two witnesses saw him 
with the bag, and their rough 
estimates were about six Inches 
short of the true length; but so 
far from giving "circumstantial, 
explicit, exclusive " descriptions 
of It, one said, " I did not pay 
much attention to the package," 
and the other had a sight of It 
only through a window and a 
"slightly" opened door. The 
Commission concluded that they 
simply misjudged the length: 
after all, they had no reason to 
look carefully at it. 

The alternative hypothesis 
would require two bags In the 
Depository — one containing 
Oswald's rifle, brought in by 
someone other than Oswald, and 
a second (which has vanished) 
brought In by Oswald contain- 
ing curiam rods {which have 
vanished also)- * Two bag* 
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simply do not make sense: one 
secs why Professor Trevor- 
Roper was so eager to believe 
that one of them was a po$ce 
substitute for the other. 

It is only by consistently tref i 
Ing to envisage the consequences 
Involved by his objection, and 
neglecting all evidence incon- 
sistent with them, and by treat- 
ing circumstantial evidence at 
non-probit les, that Professor 
Trevor-Roper is able to write as 
he does. 1 should like to expand 
on this but must content myself 
with two points. 

(1) The reports of the Park- 
land doctors: he persists in* the 
statement that they "regarded 
the wound in the President's 
throat as an entrance wound": 

1 can only say that this is simply 
contradicted by the evidence 
(Dr Carrico Vol. III. p. 362; 

Dr Terry Vol III, p. 373). (2) 
Oswalds motive: "Why should 
a Marxist, who expressed ad- 
miration for Kennedy, . . . plot 
to kill him? " Oswald’s admira- 
tion for Kennedy was not, after 
all. so very deep; asked If be 
agreed that the President was 
" Ruffian and a thief " be could 
only answ er that he " would not 
agree with that particular word- 
ing." No: Oswald hated America 
and all It stood for, and the 
President represented America. I 
Oswald killed him in pursuance | 
of that paranoic personal feud. I

AT TUCSON, ARIZONA * • * 

On November 25, 1964, C. VAN^SXAFTEN, Manager of . 
Tucson Radio Station KTUC made available for auditing i a 
partial' tape of a recorded telephone conversation received 
at 3:50 a.m., November 25, 1964, from an unknown caller on 
the " Jack Foster Openline Program". (This program con- 
sists of interviews with telephone callers which is broad- 
cast out on the radio facilities to the listeners of the 
program. ) 

In the pertinent portion of the recorded tape, 
the unknown caller refers to radio station KWKH at Shreve- 
port, Louisiana, which allegedly also had a party-line 
radio program which was on the air approximately from 7:20 
to 8:20 p.m. daily. The caller indicated that the radio - 
frequency was 1030. 

During a ten minute conversation with a caller 
received at radio station KWKH, a month before the assassi- 
nation of President JOHN F. KENNEDY, November, 1963, the 
uhknown caller told the radio announcer point blank that 
"If President KENNEDY comes to Texas, we'll murder him, 
we'll get him, if he comes to -Texas". •* 

The Tucson unknown caller alleged that the tele- 
phone call to radio station KWKH was from a town in Texas 
which was mentioned in the program and' further that the 
caller of radio station KWKH had furnished his name and 
address. 

Tito Tucson unknown caller qf radio station KTUC 
claimed that he had gone over to Shreveport, Louisiana, to 
check this story and then later in the conversation indi- 
cated that he had telephoned over there three or four days 
previously, and that he had ascertained that neither the 
Secret Service nor the FBI had checked the program. The 
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Tucson unknown caller Indicated that he had considered it 
as some Idiot and had Ignored the Incident, but was forced 
to state that the incident had happened and that it had 4 _ 
happened one month before the assassination of President.* 
KENNEDY. The 'unknown caller Invited Tucson radio station Vc. 
KTUC to telephone over 4 to Shreveport, Louisiana, 'and to - 
check the foregoing with radio station KWKH at Shreveport. 
The Tucson unknown caller declined. to give his name and 
address, but' indicated that. Jie might possibly do so it ft - 
later date if anything should come 1 of the foregoing, 

Radio station KTUC manager VAN HAAFTEN advised y 
that neither he nor the program operator had any Idea as 
to who the Tucson unknown caller might be, but noted that - 
the quoted radio frequency, of KWKH in Shreveport was quoted 
very close to the correct radio frequency of 1130. Hie 
unknown caller had stated that the frequency of the 
Louisiana radio station was 1030. r •'

^Louisiana advised that he has charge of "Party.Line" program 
and they had numerous callers on this program who did not 
like policies of President KENNEDY but he does not recall any 
statement, "If President Kennedy comes to Texas, we f ll murder 
him, we* 11 get him, if he comes to Texas," and if such a 
statement had been made he would recall it. He further stated 
that the tape recording of this program is destroyed about 
every two weeks and therefore tapes that are over two weeks 
old have been destroyed.

Texas, telephonlcally contacted™ U^TealWrTlIireau'of - ^" 
^Investigation at Vasblngton, D. C. , stating that seventeen 
individuals in the Hospital Ward on the fifth floor of the 
Dallas County Jail had witnessed the assassinatlono^ 
President KENNEDY on November 22 , 1963 ; however , stated 

that none of these witnesses have ever been Interviewed. 


The following investigation was conducted by Special 
Agent RICHARD J. BURNETT: 


On December 14, 1964, Sheriff BILL^DECKER, Dallas 
County Sheriff's Office, Dallas, Texas, advlseiNthat thorough 
investigation was conducted at the Dallas County Jail 
Immediately subsequent to the assassination and no witnesses 
to same were located among Inmates. \ 


Chief Jailer ERNEST LLOYD HOLMAN, Dallas County 
Jail, Dallas, Texas, on December 14, 1964, personally escorted 
Special Agent RICHARD J. BURNETT through the hospital section 
Of the County Jail on the fifth floor where white Inmates 
with n mental history are confined. The mental Inmates are 
kept in a large tank type cell which has one barred double 
window overlooking the scene of the assassination. The view 
from this window would have seen the President at the time of 
being struck by the assassin's bullets, but the window in the 
Texas School Book Depository building from which the shots 
were fired is not visible from this cell area. 

The hospital section for white prisoners on the 
fifth floor also has another large cell area in the northwest 
corner, which has west windows overlooking the site of the 
President's car at the time of the assassination, and another 
window on the north side of the building which overlooks the 
Texas School Book Depository building, Including the window 
from which the shots were fired by the assassin. 

However, Chief Jailer HOLUAN advised that this large 
cell area is used only on weekends by persons serving their 
three-day sentences for "Driving While Intoxicated" charges 


t 
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and is not occupied until late on Friday nights as Texas 

law states any part of a day constitutes a full day's 

credit on drunk sentences. Thus, HOLMAN noted that persons 

serving such*Drlvlng Vhile Intoxicated* sentences report late 

on Friday nights to gain credit for one full day. HOLMAN 

further advised that no "Driving Vhile Intoxicated n prisoners were 

In this cell at the time of the assassination. 

It is noted that the north corner jail window 
(which overlooks the Texas School Book Depository building 
and the window of the Texas School Book Depository from which 
assassin's shots were fired) Is very dirty and is backed by 
an iron nesh type grid guard. The view from this particular 
window is very distorted and it is believed by HOLMAN to be 
Impossible to Identify anyone from this window, Including the 
President in his car which would have been rounding the 
corner of Houston onto Elm Street approaching the Triple 
Underpass seconds before the shooting. 

Both Sheriff DECKER and HOIMAN pointed out that 
anyone who would have been confined in the hospital section 
on the fifth floor of the jail at the time of the assassination 
would have been a mental case and the reliability of such a 
person would be highly questionable. HOIMAN noted that it would 
be a most difficult and time-consuming task at this late date 
to attempt to determine just who was confined in the Hospital 
Ward at the time of the assassination. Furthermore, HOIMAN 
pointed out that such persons, if Identified, have since been 
either released or sent to other State mental places of ^ . 

Incarceration. 

HOIMAN and Chief Identif ication Officer JAMES H. 
SWITCHING advised that (complainant in this 

matter) is well-known WWrtsaperson completely 
unreliable who has been arrested on several occasions in the 
past on lunacy charges. Both stated they would place no 
confidence whatsoever in any information furnished by Jhlm. 
HITCHING pulled BLUNT's arrest record and noted that Ms ay 
was not incarcerated in the Dallas County Jail at thetime of 
the assassination. 
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It will be noted that information concerning JANET . 

DOROTHY CROUCH .has been previously reported in report of 
•SA ROBERT P. GEMBERLING dated October 21, 1964 , . at Dallas. 

This information reflected that on September 6, 1964. JANET 
DOROTHY CROUCH of 312 Maury, San Antonio, furnished information 
to the effect that the Aztec Indians paid someone to kill 
Prescient KENNEDY. It wa6 also previously reported that 
DELI/tyPARIAS , owner, Andy's Bar, 2002 Nogalitos (rear) ,Sl>i 0 ,4t>nfOj 
adviseck that she was of the opinion that CROUCH was identical 
to a woman named DOROTHY who 'has the nicknames of "Yellow" 
and "Queenie" who frequents her establishment. TAP.IAS 

advised that this woman is unreliable When she becomes 

intoxicated and FARIAS advised also that she has never heard 
pf any comments concerning a plot to kill President KENNEDY. 

The following investigation was conducted in an effort 
to determine if CROUCH is identical with the female named 
DOROTHY with nicknames of "Yellow" and "Queenie" and to determine 
if she was the individual who furnished the information to the 
San Antonio office on September 6, 1964.

AT SAN ANTONIO, TEXAS t 


On November 30, 1964, THEO ^GUTIERREZ , operator of the 
.Texaco Service Station, 2002 Nogalirbs, advised that he knows 
a*woman who iff called "Queenie." He does not know her real name. 
She comes to his station occasionally. It is to be noted that 
this Texaco Station is located immediately in front of Andy's Bar. 
GUTIERREZ advised that "Queenie" resides at 312 Maury. He was 
of the opinion that she is mentally unbalanced. He pointed out 
that she calls herself the Queen of England and, on occasions, 
when she has been drinking, she calls herself the Queen of Texas. 


• >On November 30, 1964, JANET DOROTHY^OUCH, 312 Maury, • 
advised that she has a nickname 'of "Queenie."' She advised that 
she had telephoned the San Antonio office^ on September 6, ,1964, 
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and had furnished the information concerning the Aztec Indians* 
She further advised that she did not know the identities of 
the two Aztec Indians whom she had been talking to in Andy's . 
Bar and that she had not seen those individuals since that 
time*

The typewriting on D-271 was not identified in the 
Anonymous Letter Pile. Appropriate photographs will be 
added to this file. 

The typewriting on D-271 matches most closely a 
Laboratory standard for a Smith-Corona pica style of 
type measuring ten letters per inch. 

No watermarks, indented writings or other 
significant features were noted in D-271 which would 
indicate the source of ths envelope and paper. 
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Under date of December 14, 1964, tbe FBI laboratory 
advised as follows concerning a document examination requested 
by tbe San Antonio Office on December 5, 1964: 

Specimens received 12/8/64

By letter dated August 31, 1954, Mr* HERBERT J. MILLER, 

JR. , Assistant Attorney General, Criminal Division, United Jtates

On September 17, 1984, a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable Information In the past, advised that be had 
conducted discreet Inquiries at Ponciano Arriaga Street No. 28, 
Mexico, D. F., Mexico, and had been unable to locate anyone 
named Dr. R. S. DS AYLLON or obtain any Information concerning 
him. Source advised that the above addres9~^is for a health 
clinic operated by Dr. DONATOpFEREZ-GARCIA °and his son, Dr. 
DONAT0''iQ3REZ<^QARCIA, JR., and an examination of the records of 
the establishment had failed to disclose that anyone by the name 
of R. S. DE AYLLON had been a patient therein during the previous 
twelve-month period. 

Source stated that he had consulted professional and 
telephone directories for the Federal District of Mexico without 
locating any record of an individual named Dr. R. S. DE AYLLON • ~ 

* The Inquiries which follow were conducted by a confi- 

dential source abroad: 

On September 23, 1984, Dr. DONATO PEREZ GARCIA, JR. 
advised that he was not aware of anyone named Dr. DE AYLLON, 
but he considered It possible that the individual in question 
might be a Dr. RICARDO SALDANA, a former medical doctor of 
advanced age, who was no longer active in his profession and 
who was a friend of Dr. PEREZ GARCIA, SR. He stated Dr. SALDANA 
occasionally appears at the Ponciano Arriaga address to chat 
with his father but added that his father was away from Mexico 
City and he had no idea where Dr. SALDANA resided in Mexico City. 

On September 30, 1934, Dr. DONATO PEREZ GARCIA, SR. 
related that he is well acquainted with Dr. RICARDO SALDANA and 
believed that he also used the name of AYLLON. He stated that 
Dr. SALDANA is from a respected family of Mexico City but is of 
advanced age and no longer is able to practice medicine or other- 
wise earn a living. He stated that he does not know the residence 
address of Dr. SALDANA but would be able to deliver a message to 
him at such time as he should appear at the clinic, which he was 
accustomed to doing at infrequent intervals. 

INTERVIEWS OF DR, RICARDO SALDANA DE AYLLON / 

Through the assistance of Dr. DONATO PEREZ GARCIA, SR., 
contact was established with Dr. RICARDO^&ALDANA DE^AYLLON on 
October 23, 1964 m . The latterlrefr&ed to divulge his home address, 
explaining th&t he lived under rather humble circumstances and 
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preferred to make contact with source Independently or through 
Ms, DONATO PEREZ GARCIA for that ani security reasons. 

Dr. SALDANA pointed out that he Is a retired nodical 
r_- doctor, eighty-four years of age, who formerly had a good 

v; practice, but that be has been unable to continue his practice 

. because of bis age. He admitted that he was in poor financial 

V circumstances and added that he had fallen and broken his hip 
while "conducting investigation to locate the individual who 
had originally furnished information to him concerning the 
KENNEDY assassination" and had been forced to use crutches since 
that time. 

V; Dr. SALDANA DE AYLLON apologized for his attitude but 

explained that he would reveal information In his possession only 
to Mr. ROBERT F. KENNEDY or to a personal representative of the 
KENNEDY family who was properly identified to him as such.

* did relate that he had obtained detailed information concerning 
, 'the assassination of President KENNEDY from a "Mexican national 
f of Indian descent, who had been an itinerant agricultural farm 

v worker in the United >itate3y who spoke some English, and who 
claimed to have overheard a conversation, during which the 
assassination was discussed." He said that he had lost contact 
with this source and, prior to directing his letter to Mr. ROBERT 

V KENNEDY, had spent considerable time and effort in attempting to 
locate the source. He claimed to have traveled to Acapulco, 
Guerrero, Mexico, for that purpose and dwelled somewhat on the 
fact that his fall and personal misfortune In breaking his hip 
had been a direct result of his activities in this regard.

Dr. SALDANA stated that he could not divulge the name 
or any other identifying data regarding the source of his alleged 
information concerning the assassination and mentioned that he 
had not given up hope of locating and recontacting that individual* 
He stated quite emphatically that he was convinced LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD had not been the assassin of President KENNEDY and hinted 
that his information was to the effect the assassination had been 
"politically motivated."

Dr. SALDANA contacted source periodically after the 
interview recorded above and continued to Insist that he was 
making efforts to locate his unidentified source of information* 
but he would not divulge any details of the information in his 
possession unless contacted by Mr. ROBERT KENNEDY or his appro* 
priately identified personal representative. 

On February 2, 1936, "Dr. SALDANA DE AYLLON was contacted 
at the PEREZ 'GARCIA clinic, Ponciano Arriaga 3treet Ho. 28, 
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Mexico, D. F., and he stated that hs had not been successful In 
locating the individual who had furnished him information 
p concerning the assassination* Be reiterated strongly his refusal 
to divulge the information which he claimed to have to a 
>. representative of the United 3tates Government, alleging that 
: V\ . he felt that his personal safety would be endangered should he 

do so* He mentioned that he was completely without evidence to 
corroborate any of the data which he had, and he hoped that his 
attitude in the matter would be understood by officials of the

SALDANA DE AYLLON on several occasions, expressed the opinion 
that, while he appears to be Intelligent and mentally alert. 

Dr* SALDANA constantly recited incidents in his personal life, 

V dating back to the first world war, and made numerous references 
to the fact that while he no longer has any money, at one time 
‘he was well-connected and a person of "importance*” While he 
gives every indication of being convinced that he has information

physically veil and knew vhat he vas oaying and understood 
the questions asked of him. Be spoke fluently in both English 
and Spanish but preferred to speak in English. 

Be admitted having been drunk the previous day, 
and vhile he felt a bit of a hang-over, he again maintained 
that he vas physically veil. 

LOPEZ. GUERRERO advised that he had been arrested 
for being drunk and assaulting a voman at a local Saltillo 
hotel. Be did not remember the name of the hotel or where it 
vas located. Be stated that from 7:00 a.m. on the morning of 
February 3, 1965, he had consumed a bottle of whisky and two 
cases of beer, and he could not recall exactly the circumstances 
of his activities until he found himself in Jail that evening. 

> LOPEZ GUERRERO appeared startled when asked to 

explain his statements wherein he allegedly had something to 
do with the death of President KENNEDY and had threatened to 
kill the Governor of Coabuila. LOPEZ GUERRERO stated that he 
did not recall making such statements. Be denied that he had 
anything to do with the death of President KENNEDY and said 
he would most certainly not kill the Governor of Coahulla. 

. He was asked if he knew the Governor of Coahulla, and he replied 
that he did, but he could not recall his name. Be was asked 
to identify the Governor's photograph from a series of photo- 
graphs hanging in the office In which he was being interviewed. 
Be selected a photograph of former President of Ifexico, ADOLFO 
LOPEZ MATEOS, and stated the photograph was that of the 
Governor of Ccahuila. He stated that the name, BRAULIO 
FERNANDEZ AGUIRRE, meant nothing to him, and this is the^name 
of the Governor of Coahulla. 

LOPEZ GUERRERO advised that be did not personally 
known the late President JOHN F. KENNEDY and that he had never 
actually seen the President. Be stated that he held no 
anomoslty or hatred for President KENNEDY or any other official 
of any government. Be advised that he did not know LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD personally. He stated that he knew who OSWALD was from 
reading the press and knew he was the individual accused of 

the assassination of President KENNEDY.

r* LOPEZ GUERRERO advised that he recalled being in 

Dallas, Texas, only on two occasions, both times only to 
change buses. The first time occurred in 1947 and the last 
early in 1953. He stated he did not stay overnight in Dallas. 


LOPEZ GUERRERO stated that he had been to Hew Orleans 
on a number of occasions during his tour of duty in the Air 
Force but then only for short visits * He could not recall 
any contact with anyone during this time, which was between 
194S and 1951, approximately. ' 


Regarding his location on November 22, 1963, LOPEZ 
GUERRERO stated that he was in Guadalajara, Jalisco, Mexico, 
working for the Benjamin Franklin Library and a Mr. HYMAN — 
SERGIO, 1401 Pedro Moreno Street. He stated that he was 
• acquainted with Attorney LOPEZ MORENO, who knew that he was 
in Guadalajara at that time. LOPEZ MORENO has offices on 
Morelos Street in Guadalajara. LOPEZ GUERRERO stated that 
with Mr. SERGIO, he worked with retarded children. He stated 
the children had mental problems and described their problems 
as encephalitis. LOPEZ GUERRERO was asked to describe 
encephalitis and he seated that It was a mental condition, 
a "brain mass," and insisted that It was not a disease. 


LOPEZ GUERRERO stated that he served in the United 
States Air Force from 1S49 to 1352 and repeated his Air Force 
serial number twice, rapidly, as 5741055.

In 1952 from the Air Force, after having spent a number of 
weeks In the Air Force general hospital at Mobile, Alabama, 
be did not recall the exact name, where be was recovering from 
a nervous breakdown. He advised that he receives a pension 
for this disability amounting to $250,00 a month. He said 
i the checks are sent to his mother's home at 1104 Victoria 

Street, Beaumont, Texas, and identified his- mother as LOLA 
PONDOJA. 
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LOPEZ GUERRERO stated that he had been arrested on 
a number of occasions for being drunk and fighting but could 
not recall the dates or places. The only serious crime with 
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which be was charged was an attempted burglary, which he 
thought occurred in 1843. He stated, however, that no 
Indictment was returned against him and he was released.

LOPEZ GUERRERO upon terminating the interview 
advised that be held no anomosity toward anyone, that he 
did not think he had enough nerve to kill anyone, and that 
he did not care for firearms or any other type of weapon.

Dallas, the from the airport to the place 
at which he was to speak was changed from the 
original direct route fa a long and circuitous 
one that would bring him within one block of 
the Texas Book Depository. That route was the 
one published In the Dallas Morning News on 
the morning of the day of the assassination. But 
offer the paper went Jo press, a further change 
of routing was mode so that the procession de- 
toured one block out of the announced route, 
turned at an acute angle in front of the Book 
Depository, and so brought the President into 
the best possible line of fire for the marksman 
waiting at the window of the Depository.' -

Oswald, os we all know, killed Kennedy • 
There is only one uncertainty, whether another 
Communist sharpshooter participated in the as- 
sassination. There is a good deal of evidence, 
including that of persons who scry they saw the 
newsreel film before it was tampered with, and 
the reported opinions of the physicians who ex- 
amined the body in Dallas, that four shots were 
fired — not three — and that at least one of 
them came from a different location.

wall of a castle, and we have been transported 
to some vague date in some vague kingdom 
colled Denmark for the purposes of the play. . 

All this is good for us. S' long os we re- 
member that we hove indulged in a voluntary 
and portly self-induced illusion. It is dangerous 
only when v/e confuse the illusion with reality . 1 
Only madmen think that the show was the real 
thing, but, as we all know, a great many naive 
and unreflective people do confuse octors with 
the roles they play in the performance. That is 
particularly opt to happen in cinema ond tele- 
vision shows, where the audience will have a 
high proportion of adolescents and other im- 
mature persons. Of that a friend of mine had 
on oriusing demonstration when he was o young 
man ond hoppened to be in a comparatively 
respectable tavern when a brow I occurred. 
There -was popular at that time a cinema actress 
who specialized In portraying the virginal ond 
pure heroine — a type that was still fashionable 
in films at that time. She gave very convincing 
performance in such roles.

HIDELL residing in St. Petersburg, and consequently the rifle » 
he ordered would not be shipped. He added that Klein's was 
taking the necessary precautionary measures concerning mail ^ 
order purchases of weapons, and he had directed a communication-^^ 
thereafter to Klein's congratulating them on their alertness; 


Mr. BRANDLE continued that he was now attempting ~ 
the same approach on another arms company by the name of Potomac v

She was advised that 
her son had written a letter to the FBI requesting that a 
Special Agent drop by to see him, that the interviewing 
individual was a Special Agent of the FBI but that her son 
would not believe it although identification was displayed 
to him, and that the Special Agent was leaving the premises. 

Mrs. indicated she did not know her son bad 

written such a letter and that he would not, to her knowledge, 
have any data whatsoever to report to the FBI, and indicated 
any letter he did write or may possibly write in the future 
be disregarded. 

Based upon the "tone" oJ hi:: letter to the Bureau, 
upon the remarks and opinions expressed by Captain GEORGE 
HARRIS, and upon interrogation and observation, and upon 
experience described above of SA SHARPE, the Springfield 
Division will henceforth consider this individual as a 
psychopathic complainant.

By letter dated July 8, 1965, the Attorney General requested that a 
review of pertinent documents now in the possession of National Archives 
relating to the Sissassination o f Pre sident Kennedy be made for the purpose of a 
public disclosure of information on file which has not previously been disclosed. 
Tiie letter made available certain guidelines which had been approved by 
McGeoige Bundy, Special Assistant to the President, which guidelines were to be 
used in making this review. 

Material to be Reviewed 

The items listed by National Archives lor review comprise 202 pages 
of items and list more than 2000 items for review. It appears National Archives 
has listed every report that was submitted to the Warren Commission by the

material that was furnished to the Commission, 6uch as the preliminary report 
consisting of five volumes which was made available to the Warren Commission.

The comment is also made that unless the material has been released 
to the public, classified and unclassified material not now available to the public 
shall, as a minimum, be reviewed five and ten years after the initial examination 
(and each ten years thereafter) has been completed. The criteria applied in the 
initial examination, as previously outlined, is to be applied in each subsequent 
review. 



All of the above guidelines will be followed to die fullest in making 
our review. 

It is to be noted that many of our reports do contain information 
received from confidential sources where disclosure of same might possibly 
affect the Bureau's operations. In addition, many of our reports contain data 
received from banks, telephone companies and other places of business where 
disclosure could place such business concerns in a most embarrassing position 
unless appropriate subpoenaes were issued for this data prior to public disclosure. 
There is also the possibility that disclosure of some of the kiformation as now 
contained in our reports could result in lawsuits wherein the claim would be 
made that character assassination, injury to reputation, or other miscellaneous 
Claims resulted. 

The review will be made by the Domestic Intelligence Division, the • 
General Investigative Division and the Laboratory, and there is a possibility 
that some of the terns may refer to matters handled in the Identification Division 
and possibly the Administrative Division. Where such applies, these Divisions 
will handle their own material. 

In making this review considerable savings in time can be achieved 
by having the list furnished by the National Archives checked against the material 
actually in the possession of Archives in order to make sure that we are reviewing 
the proper material. 

The letter from the Attorney General requested the results of our 
revie\/ be furnished directly to National Archives by August 15, 1965. Due to 
the r.^cu instances relating to our reports, we do not contemplate furnishing 
results of our review to National Archives but instead will furnish it to the 


Attorney General as recommendations and advise the Attorney General that the 
final decision as to disclosure rests with the Department.
